The fictional stories in the issue of Nebulus, which is done each 
year on April 1, also brought a little humor to recent incidents in 
volving fights between black and white students, and the resulting 
comments by Principal Ernest Van Seasholes 

In the story on martial law a droll Seasholes is reported saying, ‘I 
realize that their intentions were good, but I feel that there are bet- 
ter ways to approach the situation."’ 

Staffer Howard Morris, who normally writes a front-page column 
called ‘‘Howe's Corner’’ was replaced by Secretary of State Alex 
ander Haig with ‘‘Haig’s Corner”’ in the parody issue 

“Do Communists bother you?” Haig’s Corner begins. ‘Do you find 
them to be downright annoying? Do you feel that Russia is just the 
pits? Do you think that Brezhnev has a weight problem?” 

Next to ‘‘Haig’s Corner’ appeared a story about the Reverend 
Jerry Falwell, of Moral Majority fame, and his move to demolish the 
Washington Monument because of ‘‘an implied sexuality’ of the 
structure. 

The story claims ‘‘The Moral Majority has suggested replacing 
the ‘blatantly sexual’ monument with a more utilitarian memorial.”

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Criminal charges possible

NEWTON - A state law to prevent cruelty to animals may spell 
doom for science fair projects by two high school students and could 
result in criminal charges against school administrators. However, 
a Newton North High teacher vows to fight the issue. 


North High School science department head Stuart Rist confirmed 
Monday the Massachusetts Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals was questioning the legality of science fair projects by 
Mare. Wveinteld of North and Matt Cohen of Newton South High 

chool. 


But Rist, secretary of the state organization which oversees public 
school science teachers, says he wants to see the laws changed and 
is looking to challenge the MSPCA. 

Weinfeid’s project, which won 
first place in the Newton science 
fair on March 22, concerned ~— 
whether high frequency sounds 
emitted by male mice were in- 
tegral to the mammals’ mating 
process. 

‘“*Marc did temporarily 
devocalize the mice,’’ Rist said in 
a story in the Newton North High 
newspaper Newtonite. ‘‘But he 
did so with supervision of univer- 
sity personnel and under prescrib- 
ed conditions. 

“The operation did not require 
pain, and their vocal ability 
gradually returned,’’ Rist said. 


Cohen’s project involved ‘‘studying pacemakers and how they 
affected the heartbeat of a toad,’’ Rist told The Newton Graphic, but 
Cohen’s toad hearts were obtained from a_ legally-licensed 
laboratory. 

A spokeswoman for the MSPCA said Monday state law prohibits 
animal experiments in public schools which include “‘anesthetizing,

Superintendent hunt narrows

NEWTON — The Schoo! Committee emerged from a closed-door ses- 
sion at midnight Monday and, after more than an hour of strained 
public debate, voted to narrow the field of three superintendent 
finalists to two. 

The committee voted 6-2 in support of a motion eliminating Dr. Troy 
Earhart, the superintendent of the Foxboro schools, from considera- 
tion, leaving Dr. John Strand, superintendent of the Pelham, N.Y., 
schools, and Dr. Percy Clark, Jr., assistant superintendent of schools 
in Shaker Heights, Ohio, as the two contenders. 

Katherine Jones and Chairperson Nancy Mann voted against the 
move with Mayor Theodore Mann, an ex-officio member of the com- 
mittee, voting present. 

Prior to going into executive session, there seemed to be no consen- 
sus for narrowing the field to two candidates, Under the Open Meeting 
Law, the School Committee can discuss character, reputation and men- 
tal health of candidates in closed session, but professional competence 
must be discussed in open session. 


Questions raised about 
closed door discussion 


NEWTON — A former School Committee member has charged that 
the School Committee took “some votes’’ to reach finalists for the 
superintendent's job in executive session last week which were illegal 
under the Open Meeting Law. 

“I think the people in this community were fairly surprised (by the 
slate of three candidates tapped last Monday night in a 5-3 vote),’’ San- 
dra Fleishman, who was the Ward 7 representative to the committee 
until she declined to run for re-election in November, told the commit- 
tee Monday night at a meeting at the Education Center. 

Prior to the executive session last Monday, Fleishman said the com- 
mittee had reached ‘‘no consensus’’ and that they had even set a 
meeting for the following Thursday to take a vote. 

Under the Open Meeting Law, the committee voted unanimously to 
go into the closed session to discuss character, reputation and mental 
health of semi-finalist candidates. The Open Meeting Law outlaws any 
voting in executive session and also states that discussion of profes- 
sional competence of candidates be only in public.

MSPCA eyes 2 science projects; 
teacher defends experimentation 








electric shock or where normal health of (the) animal is interferred 
with.” 

The law also prohibits students from exhibiting animals which 
have undergone experiments, except in a classroom situation. 

Walter Kilroy, vice-president of the MSPCA said Monday he was 
not familiar with Weinfeld’s project but referring to Cohen's toad 
heart exhibit he said, ‘‘We have made school administrators aware 
of our belief that this violates the law.” If criminal charges were to 
be pursued, he said, they would be against teachers and school ad- 
ministrators rather than the students who conducted the projects. 

A spokeswoman for the MSPCA who asked that she not be named 
said Weinfeld’s project ‘‘is clearly in defiance of the law” since it in- 
volved anesthetization of the mice so they could be ‘‘devocalized.”” 

Rist adamantly defended both science fair projects, citing exten- 
sive supervision in both cases. He said he will present both projects 
at an April 14 conference in Framingham sponsored by the MSPCA 
and the Mass. Association of Science Teachers. 

“At the conference, we're going to try to use Marc's case as an ex- 
ample of why the law either needs to be changed or rewritten with 
more exceptions,”’ Rist said. 

Rist said both students followed nationally-accepted guidelines set 
up by the National Biology Teachers’ Association. 

But the problem, he said, may be that the MSPCA “‘just doesn’t 
like this idea of high school students being involved in experimenta- 
tion with animals.”’ 

The investigation by the MSPCA threatens to jeopardize 
Weinfeld’s chance of even entering the state science fair - which has 
a top prize of a $1000 scholarship - later this month at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, Rist said. 

“He (Weinfeld) may be thrown out,” Rist said. ‘We're hoping 
they (MSPCA) press charges because I think we can move, I think 
we can get the supervisors of science teachers behind this’’ so excep- 
tions to the law may be added. 

Rist said he will join science teachers from Newton South in mak- 
ing a case for amending the rules governing animal experimentation 
by students. 

“Marc is highly qualified and he knows what he is doing,” Rist 
said. ‘It’s wrong for the law to discriminate against like him 

Referring to Matt Cohen’s project on pacemakers and toad hearts, 
Rist said Cohen's father works at a research lab, where the younger 
Cohen obtained the hearts. ‘‘He didn’t dissct the toads,” Rist said. 
“He just showed the effects or pacemakers on the hearts,”

State may investigate

“deliberately misleading” action by the Mann 
administration in alter a city contract with the revaluation firm, 
Alderman Richard McGrath said Monday he will seek an investigation 
by the state’s attorney general. 

McGrath cited several alterations between the draft of the contract 
with Finnegan Associates and the executed copy signed by Mayor 
Theodore Mann, Harold Brady, former chairman of the Board of 
Assessors, Lawrence Marino, comptroller of accounts, Assistant City 
Solicitor Wayne Frigard, and Robert Finnegan, president of Finnegan 
Associates. 

McGrath said he would sent a letter today (Wednesday, April 7) to 
State Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti requesting his office look in- 
to the matter and determine if an “unlawful act’’ has been made by we 
administration. McGrath contends the aldermen approved the $600, 
appropriation with the understanding the city would include the 
“protection” clauses insisted upon by the board. 

The alleged alteration comes less than three weeks after city officials 
admitted that a section of the contract with Chaulk Ambulance man 
dating monthly financial reports was eliminated in response to an in 
quire by a reporter from The Newton Graphic. 

Both McGrath and Alderman Paul Coletti, chairman of the revalua- 
tion sub-committee and co-chairman of the Finance Committee, were 
more concerned with what they viewed as the greater issue — the 
alteration by the Mann administration of contract drafts approved by 
the legislative body.

Board joins

NEWTON — The Board of Aldermen stepped into the Memorial Day 
Parade rift and requested that Mayor Theodore Mann meet with 
members of a Nonantum charitable organization to prevent the parade 
division. 

The formal resolution, which was paired with a $2,000 appropriation 
request by Veterans’ Services Director Carleton Merrill, was 
unanimously passed by the board Monday night. With the appropria 
tion, the city has $4,000 committed to the parade, $6,000 less than wa 
spent on the observation last year.

The city plans to 
hold a parade on May 31 and follow with an anniversary observation at 
City Hall, 

Alderman Bruce Carmichael, who introduced the resolution, noted 
there were a lot of innuendos being tossed around in the wake of the 
split, including " a personality conflict between the associations’ chair- 
man (Anthony ‘Fat’ Pellegrini) and the mayor,."’

“If Waltham is only getting $124,000, than 
Newton would not get more than $500,000 in ad- 
ditional aid based on last year’s figures,’ 
noted DeNucci. In fiscal year 1982, Waltham 
received $8.9 million in state aid.

“When someone attempts to smuggle a book out of the library,” 
the story claims, ‘‘a 30 second timer will be activated. After the per- 
son is safely out of the library, the book will explode...” 

Contacted for his reaction to the issue of Nebulus Principal 
Seasholes said he found it enjoyable. 

“T think it’s terrific,” he told The Newton Graphic. ‘‘It’s usually 
very difficult to doa satire. The lead article (about martial law) was 
good satire at me and I think (the staff) even did a little bit of satire 


Seasholes said he traditionally ‘‘refused’’ to screen articles prior 
to publication in the school paper but did note that last year’s 
- Nebulus was done in “‘incredibly bad taste’”’ with several ‘‘cruel”’ ar- 


Although the paper is usually sent home to parents to keep them 
abreast of school happenings, last year’s Nebulusdidn’t make it. 

Noting satire sometimes offends some people, Seasholes said this 
year’s issue has been sent home and he would just have to ‘‘wait and 
see’’ reactions from parents.

“repetitive” and said, ‘I think this committee has to bite the bullet and 
move on and do this.” 

Silbey’s motion to bring back Dr. Percy Clark, Jr., and Dr. John 
Strand, thus eliminating Dr. Troy Earhart, included a second meeting 
with the School Committee. 

» When a reporter for The Newton Graphic raised the issue that the se- 
cond me etings or interviews with the School Committee would have to 
be in public under the Open Meeting Law, Silbey said, ‘Then I'd rather 
not do it.”’ 

Silbey ultimately offered a new motion to bring back Clark and 
Strand next week for public interviews (with time after the interviews 
for questions from the audience). However, as with the semi-finalists. 
this process would allow for School Committee interaction with can- 
didates outside of the public forum on tours of schools or when taking 
candidates out to dinner.

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“T am not aware of the reason for the executive session,’ Mitchell 
said. 

‘‘There are things about these people that we are allowed to discuss 
in private,’ Silbey responded flatly. 

The committee voted 8-1 to go into executive session with Robert 
Ricles voting in opposition. When asked the reason for his vote, Ricles 
said, ‘‘I see no reason for going into executive session.” 

The vote to narrow the competition for the spot being vacated by 
Superintendent Aaron Fink was tied in with support from committee 
members Ann Berwick, James Mnookin, Robert Ricles and Silbey to 
bring candidates back for some kind of reinterview. Berwick, Mnookin 
and Ricles were the three members of the committee who voted 
against the slate offering the three finalists last Monday night. 

Berwick and Silbey both felt reducing the number to be reinterview- 
ed to two would ease scheduling problems and not cause significant 
delay in reaching a final decision. 

In open session at the meeting at the Education Center, the commit- 
tee voted after heated debate on the number of votes required to 
ultimately appoint the new superintendent, A 7-2 vote was cast in favor 
of a vote requiring six votes in support of a candidate. Mayor Mann and 
Mitchell were opposed. 

Mayor Mann insistence upon requiring only five votes to appoint a 
superintendent seemed to expose deep division among committee 
members on the finalists. 

Fearful that three members of the committee could ‘‘deadlock”’ the 
vote, he urged the committee to use five votes as its measure. ‘‘You're 
down to three people right now and given what I've heard, you're not 
going to make a mistake here, These are well-qualified people.” 

Leonard Gentile pressed the mayor on whether he would vote to ap- 
point the superintendent. 

“If I don’t feel comfortable, I would abstain,’’ Mann said. 

Mayor Mann did not vote on the three finalists and attended only one 
interview, although his budget director, David Wilkinson, attended all 
other semi-finalist interviews. Mann said he has contacted two can- 
didates by telephone. 

*  Mnookin said the ‘‘ideal’’ vote would be a consensus giving strong 
support to the new superintendent. Berwick sounded a warning that 
‘‘we’re kidding ourselves if we think that we can bring anybody here 
with a 5-4 vote.”’ 

“A really divided vote,” Berwick said, ‘‘would be a huge mistake.” 

Nancy Mann said abstentions ‘‘at this point are not right,’’ which 
Vice-chairman Ricles quickly ruled “‘out of order, Nancy.”” 

“Each person has the right to abstain,”’ he stressed. 

“T still feel that a five-person vote is the one we should use. It gives 
you a better chance to appoint,’’ Mayor Mann re-emphasized. 

Later during the meeting, Mann appeared frustrated and pressed the 
committee to reach decisions that night. ‘You can knock this all over 


the world,”’ he said.

Punishment to fit 


Last week State Rep. David Cohen (D- 
Newton) spoke in support of a bill he filed 
which would make ethnically, religiously 
or racially motivated “intimidation or 
vandalism”’ a crime. 

As Cohen said, the House of Represen- 
tatives bill seeks to ‘‘combat the wide- 
spread racially and religiously-motivated 
crimes that have been increasing at an 
alarming rate.” 

Cohen cited several well-publicized in- 
cidents of late including the brutal beating 
and death of a black man in Savin Hill and 
the burning of Temple B’nai Jacob in 
Milton. 

Such incidents are disgusting and cer- 
tainly must be stopped. Racial or religious 
persecution was be erased and those who 
commit such acts should be punished. 

Yet we question whether additional - and 
specific - legislation is necessary. 

Cohen says the bill ‘‘provides. stiff 
penalties for those who have been con- 
victed of racially or religiously-motivated 
crimes‘‘. 

Surely in this age judges, prosecutors 
and police can identify most crimes where 
racial or religious persecution is at the 
root. And in most cases they would apply 


the maximum penalties to fit the 
seriousness of the crimes. 
Cohen’s intentions are certainly 


honorable and indicate he is willing to act 
to stop such crimes. 

But the question must be asked. Does 
our system of penalties for crimes not con- 
tain a wide range of punishments for a 
wide range of crimes? 

Is it worth adding yet another law, mak- 
ing specific punishments for specific 
crimes, when laws already exist to deal 
with such situations? 

Perhaps the solution is not adding 
another law. The solution may be in 
educating those who deal out justice to 
make sure they know when certain crimes 
warrant the most punishment the system 
can impose.

Heritage guarantees’ our freedom

Our Jewish friends will celebrate their 
Passover as Christians everywhere observe 
their Easter, once again during the same week in 
April this year. 

This is another golden opportunity to express 
their oneness in the religious and ethical sense as 
both join in commemorating the exodus of the 
Hebrew slaves from the land of Egypt more than 
5,000 years ago. It was the Passover Seder which 
Jesus celebrated as his Last Supper. 

Both religious observances speak loudly of the 
freedom of mankind and the tremendous desire 
of the Judaeo-Christian ethic to achieve human 
rights for all and to establish the dignity of 
mankind everywhere. 

Let us extend this season of good will to en- 
compass a united front against racial violence as 
well. In fact, there should be a joint attack on all 
yiolence, so that during this Passover-Easter 
season we can make a beginning toward the 
freedom of every person to walk the streets of 
Boston and America without fear of being at- 
tacked, either by vandals or racial terrorists. 

We cannot condone the apparent racial attack 
and murder of a black person in the Savin Hill 
MBTA station last week, but we can commend 





the more than 450 persons - - black and white - - 
who joined together in a march in the rain over 
the past weekend to condemn the incident. They 
later joined in common prayer that such violence 
should end. 

While we hold with the Civil Liberties Union 
that First Amendment rights allow public 
gatherings, regardless of race, religion, national 
origin or political persuasion, we strongly urge 
some sort of interpretation which permit 
authorities to halt gatherings called solely for 
the purpose of enflaming racial, religious or 
ethnic violence, such as the recent series of Ku 
Klux Klan rallies in Meriden, Connecticut, and 
the threat by Neo-Nazis to parade in a heavily 
Jewish-populated suburb oChicago 

When a black American has to fear for his life 
whileing through Dorchester or South Boston, or 
a white person fears to travel through Mattapan 
or Roxbury, no one can truly be free. 

It is 250 years since George Washington pro- 
claimed the brotherhood of all Americans and 
made it clear that this new nation should be bas- 
ed on a comradeship between all Americans. 

The celebration of Washington's birth has been 
an annual occasion for brotherhood meetings 
and ecumenical services, but it is a mockery of 
their meaning and of his purpose to mouth pious 


words and not accony them with meaningful 
deeds to accomplish true brotherhood. 
ne burning of a Jewish Temple in Milton, of 
scrawling a swastika on the house of a Jewish 
American, or the burning of a cross on the lawn 
of a black American is no less a violation of the 
true brotherhood all real Americans seek, than 
the wanton attack on a black American in Dor- 
chester or a white American in Roxbury 

With freedom goes responsibility - - hand in 
hand. This refers to the wanton destruction of so- 
meone else’s property as well as attacks on their 
person. It was Moses who lef the Children of 
Israel out of the desert of Sinai and sent scouts 
into the land of Israel and coined the phrase, ‘Go 
thou forth and proclaim liberty throughout the 
land, to all the inhabitants thereof,”’ and Jesus 
who said ‘Do unto others as you would have 
them do unto you,” 
3 What better time is there than the Passover- 
Easter season to renew these pledges made by 
the great prophets of Judaism and Christianity 


and echoed by Martin Luther King and Mahatma 
Ghandi?

Library, volunteers gear up for big week ahead 


Library Week April 18-24 


NEWTON CORNER - When the Newton Free Library opened more 
than 100 years ago the shelves included the latest histories of the Civil 
War and copies of ‘‘Leslie’s Illustrated News.” 


As National Library Week from April 18-24 approaches the library's 
11 branches boast more than 350,000 volumes on the shelves, 100-plus 
volunteers, and a time-saving computer system to locate and catalog 
books. 


Library Week, which is coupled with National Volunteer Week, will 
include a book sale, poetry festival and a wide variety of entertainment 
to show, as library staffers say, that the library is a lot more than just 
books 


Nancy Shumway, who has worked in the public relations department 
of the main library for the past two years, said she decided to get in- 
volved as a library volunteer because of her long-standing love of the 
local library 

“I’m crazy about libraries,’’ she said last week. ‘I’m crazy about 
books. Wherever I goI gravitate toward libraries.” 

Elinor Persky, head of public relations for the library, said that 
besides encouraging residents to become involved in the library and its 
programs, the library staff tries to tailor programs, films, and in the 
case of Italian-language films and lectures at the Nonantum branch - 
even the language to meet the needs of Garden City residents. 

And, like Shumway, she says the library tries to ‘‘raise’’ children 
with a familiarity of the library’s offerings. 

“The library was one of the first places I was allowed to walk when I 
was little,’’ she recalled. ‘I could go there just like a grown up.”’ 

With poetry readings and book reviews on the monthly calendar of 
library events, Persky said the different branches try to keep current 
with cultural offerings: 

The different branches offer exhibits of photographs, paintings and 
sculpture by area artists, which prompted one occasional visitor to 
make it a regular stop. 

One MBTA bus driver used to have a five or ten minute layover out- 
side the Newton Corner branch, Persky said, and he made a habit of 
coming in to view the art exhibits and listen to records. 

“Boy I never saw this kind of art in a library,’’ Persky recalled him 
Saying at one point. 

Although the cultural offerings and variety of publications - upwards 
of 500 different magazines stocked on the shelves - keep the libraries in- 
teresting, most staffers attribute much of the day-to-day workings to 
the 100 or more volunteers. 

Volunteers work in all branches, stocking shelves, mending books,

NEWTON — A Memorial Day Parade Committee meeting which 
brought city officials and members of a Nonantum charitable organiza- 
tion together Thursday failed to reconcile the differences between the 
two parties,

Chester Leary, a spokesman for the association, said the decision to 
have their own parade was made after last year’s observance when he 
charged that the mayor ‘‘grandstanded”’ the ceremony. 

““As soon as the parade was over last year, we said that was it,” said 
Leary. He said the association had an agreement with city officials a 
year ago that there be only one stop along the parade route. Instead, 
“about every band and group went around the rotary (at City Hall) and 
saluted the mayor,” said Leary. 

The association was also annoyed with the city’s decision to alter the 
parade route so that it started at the corner of Crafts and Washington 
Streets in Newtonville. Last year, the parade began at Kings Depart-

NEWTON CORNER - When the Newton Free Library opened more 
than 100 years ago the shelves included the latest histories of the Civil 
War and copies of ‘‘Leslie’s Illustrated News.” 


As National Library Week from April 18-24 approaches the library's 
11 branches boast more than 350,000 volumes on the shelves, 100-plus 


volunteers, and a time-saving computer system to locate and catalog 
books. 


Library Week, which is coupled with National Volunteer Week, will 
include a book sale, poetry festival and a wide variety of entertainment 
to show, as library staffers say, that the library is a lot more than just 
books. 


Nancy Shumway, who has worked in the public relations department 
of the main libr: for the past two years, said she decided to get in- 
volved as a library volunteer because of her long-standing love of the 
local library.

‘It’s the alteration of the document that was presented to the Board 
of Aldermen,” said McGrath. ‘I'm wondering if it’s legal.”’ 

Before the contract appropriation by the aldermen, the Finance 
Committee placed several clauses into the Finnegan contract that 
served to ‘“‘protect the interests of the city.” Several of these clauses, 
which included the furnishing of a performance bond by Finnegan for 
the total amount of the contract, have been altered, McGrath has 
charged. 

ss ‘re appropriating money for a specific item and they initiated an 
essential change that dramatically changed the item that we voted 
on,’ McGrath added. 

City Solicitor Daniel Funk said he understood how “some aldermen 
could feel scorned if they (executive department) ignored a directive.”’ 
Funk, however, noted that the executive department, not aldermen, 
enters into a contract. 

“Legally,”” Funk said, ‘‘the mayor may enter into the contract any 
way he wants to within the bounds of the law."’ Said Funk: “As to why 
he didn’t get some clauses in, I’m sure there were good reasons for it.”’ 

McGrath said he would ask Marino for an audit of the contract to see 
if Finnegan and the city had lived up to the agreement. Another section 
of the contract states that the agreement ‘‘may be modified or changed 
only by a written amendement executed in the same manner as this 
agreement.’ Neither alteration was approved by the Board of 
Aldermen, 

Coletti named three instances within the past two years when the 
board-approved version of a contract was altered by the executive 
department. ‘The first time it happened (a contract for the purchase 
for Honeywell computers and software), we closed our eyes to it; 
Chaulk we closed our eyes to it and the third time is here," said Coletti. 

The financial statements which were to be provided by Chaulk — like 
the performance bond and the penalty clause in the Finnegan contract 
— were inserted by aldermen following a hotly contested debate sur- 
rounding the switch to a privately-run city ambulance service. 

“They (the Mann administration) have displayed the same ar- 
rogance that they displayed with the Chaulk contract,’’ said McGrath. 
“The difference is, is that this is a more serious contract.” 

The draft of the contract viewed by the Finance Committee read that 
the contractor ‘‘shall be required” to post a performance bond for the 
total amount of the contract whereas the executed copy requires that 
Finnegan “‘shall apply for and use its best efforts to obtain’’ a per- 
formance bond equal to 100 percent of the contract. Finnegan has fur- 
nished a bond for $200,000. 

The draft required Finnegan to pay the city $5,000 for each day’s 
delay in completion of the contract whereas the executed copy reduces 
the sum to $500 per day, The draft that was before the board also read 
that the project would be completed no later than Jan, 31, 1982 whereas 
the copy signed by the executive department read Feb. 28, 1982. Each 
copy of the contract included a clause that would allow Finnegan to re- 
quest a delay in the completion date. 

“This is typical of what’s going on with the administration and the 
law department,” said Alderman Bruce Carmich. “They change the 
contracts after we've had an opportunity to see them. The performance 
bond was a very important part of the package.”’ 
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“We can hopefully wake up the community to this problem,” Sidman 
stresses. 

Fink agrees that alcohol usage among teenag.ers is ‘‘a real problem” 
which in some ways is ‘‘even more insidious” than other drugs. 

“So many parents say, ‘Well, thank God it’s not drugs,’”’ Fink says of 
the response to teenage drinking 

“Tt (alcohol use) is of great concern to us,’’ Fink says. 

The School Department has included information on alcohol in many 
areas of its curriculum, both at the senior high and junior high g.rades. 
At Newton North High, for instance, Frank Spitzer, a biology teacher 
and health coordinator, says students learn of the dangers of drinking 
and driving in driver education courses. Alcohol issues are also raised 
in psychology, health and biology classes. 

Spitzer says North’s Open Campus program will hold a week-long 
program in late April on alcohol issues for all juniors and seniors in 
physical education courses. The timing of the series, he says, is con- 
sciously prior to prom night for seniors. 

While the problem of alcohol abuse among teenagers is not 
widespread, the incidences of students coming. to school intoxicated or 
being expelled from social events because of drinking often gets little 
concern from parents. 

“Alcohol is acceptable,’ Sidman says. “The parents drink, 
everybody drinks, so some parents don’t see anything wrong with their 
kids drinking.”’ 

“We want to

As Spitzer explains it, stirring concern over alcohol use is partly the 
problem of a double-standard. People tend to focus on marijuana or 
chemical substances as “harmful drugs,’’ he says, but, ‘‘alcohol is a 
drug. 

“Certainly more people are involved in driving deaths under the in- 
fluence of alcohol than (marijuana),’’ he says. 

Both Fink and Sidman stress that it is important for the community 
to be involved in alcohol education. 

“We're saying we both have to handle it,’’ Fink says 
don’t educate kids to drink, but obviously we don’t 
them either.

Board backs Emerson School condos

NEWTON UPPER FALLS The Emerson 
School on Pettee Street may be converted into 
32 condominium units if Mayor Theodore 
Mann okays the plan passed by aldermen Mon 
day night 

Aldermen unanimously approved a zone 
change and special permit to allow a Newton 
developer, Dooling and Siegel, to convert the 
school into 20 two-bedroom units and 12 one 
bedroom units 

The board order approved requires as a con- 
dition of the purchase and sale agreement be 
ing negotiated by Mann that the developers 
comply with a city ordinance by selling three 
of the units to the city for subsidized low- 
income housing 

When a developer obtains a special permit to 
increase density, 10 percent of the housing con 
structed must be subsidised low- or moderate 
income housing 

Richard Siegel, one of the two partners, said 
that the company hopes to begin construction 





on the $2.5 million project in 60 days. The units 
will sell from $75,000 to $420,000, accoring to 
Siegel 

The project, financed by the Mutual Bank 
for Savings in Newton, could be completed ina 
year. 

Mann said Monday afternoon that he was 
waiting for a final board order before in 
dicating if he will attempt to alter the condi 
tions imposed by aldermen on the sale. 

Mann has raised the minimimum purchase 
price of $180,000 set by aldermen to $210,000 
and requested the placement of an additional 
$100,000 into a fund to maintain a community 
center at the building 

Mann apparently intended to use the monies 
from the sale of the building for capital im- 
provements rather than purchasing the three 
units. The mayor had apparently intended to 
comply with the 10-percent ordinance by 
allowing the developer to lease the units to the 
city 

Land Use Committee Chairman Terry Mor- 
ris said he believes that if Mann does not pur- 


chase the three units for the city, the purchase 
and sale agreement will be ‘null and void.” 

Morris has argued that aldermen and city 
officials could be criticized for ‘‘merely paying 
lip service” to a policy for additional low- and 
moderate-income housing if the three subsidiz 
ed units are not sold to the city 

Morris stressed that for the last two years, 
the Land Use Committee has advocated pur- 
chase of units rather than leasing to comply 
with the 10-percent ordinance 





Mann has also pushed to recoup $50,000 the 
city has spent to maintain and improve the 
community center portion of the school. An 
amendment initiated by the City’s Law 
Department that would have returned $50,000 
of the $100,000 sum put into a fund for the com- 
munity center was unanimously rejected 





The school, which was closed in July 1979, 
was previously slated for conversion into 20 
housing units, but the plans collapsed when a 
local developer could not obtain the necessary 
financing for the project 


Manet Road station funds are asked

NEWTON The Board of Aldermen Mon- 
day night approved a resolution requesting 
that Mayor Theodore Mann restore budget 


funding necessary to keep the Manet Road fire 
Station open 

Mann proposed the closing, which will 
result in the elimination of 12 firefighters ata 
Savings of $293,000, in his FY 1983 budget 
presented to aldermen last week 

The Board approved the resolution designed 
to pressure Mann to increase Fire Department 
funding by a 15 to 3 vote. Aldermen also ap- 
proved a resolution requesting that Mann in- 
itiate funding for an in-depth consultant's 
study on the Fire Department. 

Administration officials and Fire Chief Ed- 
ward Reilly have maintained that the closing 
will have a ‘‘minimal"’ impact on public safety 
in the Chestnut Hill area 

Aldermen, however, have criticized the 
recommendation as arbitrary. The lawmakers 
have particularly attacked the administration 
for not conducting a detailed analysis on the 
public-safety effect of the station closing. 

Mann is expected to ignore the resolution. In 
his budget message, the mayor, citing ‘‘severe 
fiscal limitations,” requested that any resolu- 
tion from the 24-member legislative body be 
accompanied by “either an acceptable new 
financial source or a corresponding reduction

Lech hopes to 
maintain North 
win tradition

You wonder if Mark Lech feels 
any pressure. It’s never easy in- 
heriting a winning program, but 
when you take the reigns of a 
track team that hasn’t lost a duel 
meet in more than two years, the 
feeling that you must continue the 
tradition has to weigh heavy. 


If it does, though, Lech hasn't 
let it show so far. This is his first 
crack at heading the outdoor team 
at Newton North, but he carried 
on the tradition established by 
Fred Yaitanes very nicely, thank- 
you, during the indoor campaign. 
The Tigers finished 7-1 and shared 
the Suburban League title with 
Brockton and Weymouth South, 
and although Lech told a gather- 
ing at the school’s All-Sports 
Winter Banquet that he would 
have been ‘“‘much happier winn- 
ing the whole pie,’’ you knew that 
deep down he was quite pleased 
with his initial foray into the 
coaching profession. 


Lech, ot course, has known suc- 
cess on an individual level for a 
long time. A superstar at Nor- 
theastern University, he is now 
running middle distances for 
Athletics West and is considered 
one of the finest 800 meters men in 
the country. But transfering that 
success to a team of young, un- 
predictable high schoolers is often 
another story. After all, how 
many great athletes have never 
known the secret of coaching? 


For his part, Lech is taking 
walking a cautious road this spr- 
ing. The Tigers have won 17 
straight due! meets and are an in- 
credible 48-2 in the last six years, 
but Lech says the numbers are 
down this season and he's not sure 
Newton can be the dominate force 
of the past. ‘It hurts that we don't 
have a coach who teaches in the 
system,"" says Lech. ‘‘Newton 
North is a big school, and if you 
don't have someone there to en- 
courage the kids to come out for 
track, you often lose them."’ 


The boom of the Yaitanes years 
seems. to have bottomed out at 
North and Lech worries about the 
depth his club will possess. “I 
don’t know what kind of numbers 
Brockton and Weymouth South 
will have,"’ he says, ‘‘but we'll be 
weak in some areas."’ 


North's most apparent 
weakness is in the sprint events 
(100 and 220), where after two 
weeks of practice Lech could only 
find two possible answers to the 
dilemma. He named Ralph Davis 
and Dave Barndt as possibilities 


and then added with a sigh, ‘‘And 
that’s it for now. We don’t have 
anyone else I can think of.”” 


But don’t cry for the Tigers just 
yet. As always, they’ll have their 
share of talented athletes. Billy 
Drew, continuing a family tradi- 
tion, is expected to become the 
leader. Drew will compete in the 
440, high jump, long jump and 
relay. ‘‘He’s definitely the type 
who can win two events and a 
relay for us,’’ Lech says. ‘‘Sort of 
like his brother, Steve, did last 
year.”” 


North’s strength should be at 
middle distances, where veterans 
Cam Laing and Pail Passavant 
participate in the 880 and others 
such as George Fulk, Tom Carleo, 
Paul Partridge and Jerry 
McHugh handle both the mile and 
two-mile. 


Expected to run the hurdles are 
Tim Feeney and Sophomore Dino 
May (lows) and John Drew, Paul 
Wessell and Lew Hunter (highs). 


Lech must replace three-year 
veteran Mike Schichilone in the 
pole vault. For the moment, he 
has a talented, but inexperienced 
foursome from which to draw. 
Junior Peter Michelson is the old 
man of the group with 
Sophomores Bill Norwood, Will 
Caldicott and John Harrison also 
fighting for positions. 


Hunter, Billy Drew and 
newcomer Finn Yonkers will han- 
dle the high and long jumps with 
Yonkers also providing depth in 
the 440. Two juniors, Wessell and 
Feeney, will participate in the tri- 
ple jump. 


Lech looks to Kevin Troy (shot 
put), Kevin Connell and Bruce 
McDonald (discus) and Doug Lit- 
tle (javelin) to provide points in 
the field events.

“IT don’t see us being overconfi- 
dent by any means this season," 
says Lech. ‘‘There are too many 
questions to be answered.” 

The Tigers may find out just 
what they’re made of opening day 
(April 13) when they host peren- 
nial rival Brockton the last 
school to beat them way back in 
1979. It’s difficult to tell who has 
the advantage of such an early 
meeting between the two super- 
powers, but Lech likes to think it 
will benefit his Tigers. “Maybe 
we can catch them before they’re 
quite ready,” he said.

Situated throughout the Pacific Ocean 
and the South China Sea, the 7100

400 years, the Spaniards ruled what is 
now the Republic of the Philippines 

The American, Chinese and 
Japanese influence is also strong in 
the Philippines, noted Janet Chiong, a 
Community Schools instructor and 
creator of the ‘Culture Sharing” pro- 
grams. Because of its multi-cultural 
heritage, The Philippines are the best 
example of what culture sharing is all 
about, Chiong explained, 

‘We have to stop thinking in terms 
of your culture, their culture. It's our 
culture,’ explained Chiong. For 
Chiong, that concept is especially true 
in terms of Filippino heritage and her 
family. “I'm lucky enough to be mar- 
ried to a very fiesty Filippino. So the 
Filippino culture holds a_ special 
significance for me.”

Dog tag fee bid passed 


NEWTON — The Board of Aldermen Mon- 
day night approved a home rule petition to 
raise dog license fees. 

The legislation, which must be approved by 
state lawmakers, would allow the city to keep 
the entire proceeds of license fees and remove 
the county from the collection proc 

Under the petition, the $4-to-$7 cost of a 
license would go to $12. Under the current 
licensing system, the city recovers $1.75 for 
each tag with the remainder going to the coun- 
ty. The current structure is $4 for male dogs 
and spayed females and a $7 charge for non- 
spayed females. 

With enabling legislation, the city would be 
able pocket the entire dog-tag charge. 

Aldermen also approved a resolution re- 
questing Mann make good on a promise to 
residents abutting the Newton South High 
School track.

During an annual meeting with Police 
Chief William F. Quinn and several 
department heads, Mayor Theodore 
Mann said Newton's 326 radio-controlled 
vehicles will report suspicious persons 
and activities. Non-city employees who

couraged to call police and report 
crimes 


It is advantageous for police to utilize 
these people for crime prevention 
because they are familiar with the city 
and its neighborhoods, Mann said 

Quinn stated that people need to be on 
the look-out for crime now, He said the 
winter weather deterred thieves and 
vandals but crime would rise in the spr 
ing, particularly because people keep 
their windows open 

“Our goal is to crime ata 
minimum. If more people are observant,

NEWTON — Public Works Department 
Union leaders Thursday filed suit 
against the city char unfair labor 
practices following a budget recommen- 
dation to eliminate 15 positions on trash 
pick-up teams. 

About 250 members of AFSCME Local 
800 Thursday morning held what was 
termed a ‘‘work stoppage’ to discuss the 
recommended cuts in the FY83 budget. 
Mayor Theodore Mann presented the 
budget package to aldermen last night 
for a 45-day review 

Union officials, who met for 45- 
minutes in front of the Crafts Street 
DPW building, claimed the city acted 
“illegally’’ by recommending the cuts 
prior to negotiations with the union 

Mann, however, said the union leaders 
were aware of the proposal that calls for 
the reduction in manpower on the rub- 
bish pick-up teams from two-man to one- 
man crews. ‘It’s been floating around 
for months,”’ said Mann. 

“It’s a violation of Chapte 

collective bargainning law: 
Spokesman John Harvey 
not been negotiated.” 
y said Local Union President 
Daniel MacLaren and Vice I ident 
Robert Hand called the stoppage “the 
union's good faith measure to inform the 
mebership” that the administration's 
recommendation had not been 
negotiated with the union 

Mann, who said in his budget message 
to aldermen that the jobs would be ab- 
sorbed through attrition, called the work 
stoppage “inappropriate.” 

MacLaren and Hand were both in 
Boston Thursday afternoon to discuss 
the action with state union leaders, 
where they decided to file suit with the 
husetts Labor Relations Board

Several aldermen disagreed with 
Mann's recommendation calling the 
idea ‘insane.’ Some board members 


felt a reduction in manpower on the 
trash crews would also lead to a greater 
number of compensation cases. 

“TI find it highly unrealistic to expect 
one man to drive the truck, to throw the 
barrel and for that type of ordeal not to 
kill himself in three month said

The city us » trucks, 16 
operated by two-man crews and one 
operated by a three-man team. Ac- 
cording to Thomas, 15 of the vehicles 
would be reduced to one worker under 
the budget proposal. 

Said Mann: ‘“‘I’m looking for viable op- 
tions to benefit city taxpayer un city 
tments as economically as possi- 
and not do injury to city worker 
The department’s workforce will be cut 
from 249 hourly personnel to 221, a loss of 
28 positions at a savings of more than 
$600,000. 

Several city workers thought the pro- 
posal was an attempt by the mayor to 
start the wheels in motion for private 
trash collection in Newton, In 1976, Mann 
attempted to send the city’s rubbish col- 
lection out to private bid, but altered his 
stance after aldermen refused to fund 
the contractual service. 

If the service were to go out to a 
private contractor, the city would save 
the cost of paying workmen's compensa- 
tion, vacation pay and sick leave. 

Mann declined to comment on whether 
or not he is moving toward private trash 
collection except to say, “everything is 
an option."

rhe first step was an assessment of the housing needs of older people 
n Newton, where the vacancy rate has hovered around one percent for 
years. ‘‘We wanted to get a representative sampling of older people 
and find out if thery were interested. We did not think it appropriate to 
busy ourselves developing something unless people said, "We want it 
We need it. Yes, we like the idea,’’’ Robinson explained 

rhe original interviews produced ‘‘about 17 people who said, 'Yes, I 
really want to live in this kind of arrangement. It would be really good 
for me,'’’ according to Robinson. But she hastened to add that finding 
the right people was only one of the three pieces essential to the puzzle. 
The other two, finding the right place and the money to buy it, were 
considerably more difficult to get a handle on. 

For money,’’ Robinson said, ‘‘we first went to the churches. We got 
some money from them, and then we had to try to get some public 
money. We explored state and federal money, and we were unable to 
get either. Public money is really drying up. There are not that many 
sources for this kind of thing anyw 

Finally, Robinson and the othe nvolved in the project had to bor- 
row money from a local bank. ‘‘That was about two years ago and, 
about that time, the mortgage interest rates just went wild. So we real- 
ly had to drop the idea for the time being,’’ Robinson said. 

Beverly Smith, another “‘prime mover” in the cooperative housing 
project d that the idea was never really dropped, regardlesss 
of the apparently adverse financial climate. 

Smith said, ‘It has never been dormant. People have been working 
for four solid years. And these people, through all that time, have con- 
tinued in spite of the dificulties and the frustrations of the vicious cir- 
cle: ‘You can’t get the money until you have a house and you can’t geta 
house until you have the money.’”’ 

nith feels the final acquisition of the house on Newtonville Ave. 
means the project has gone beyond the problems that plagued it in its 
beginning stages. ‘‘As in anything you try to do, the first time is always 
the most difficult to get off the ground. There is a reserve, a skepticism. 
There is a feeling of, Prove it to me.’ But once you've got one going, it’s 
always a lot easier,’’ she said 

In the end, and in spite of governmental claims of substantial con- 
cern for the problems of older people, the money for the first house 
came from the private sector. “Right now, we’re putting together a 
package that is all private money. There’s some foundation money. 
There are some gifts from churches and some low-interest loans from 
churches,”’ Robinson said. 

With the need for cooperative housing assessed and a large part of 
the needed money available, the only missing piece was a suitable 
house. ‘It had to be some place that had real easy access to stores and 
transportation, and that restricted us a bit,’’ said Beverly Smith. 
‘Another consideration was the condition of the house and how much it 
was going to cost to fix it up and make it suitable for anywhere from 10 
to 14 people.

“How this present house came about is very fortuitous, or providen- 
tial,’’ Smith said. Apparently, two of her sons were painting the house 
at 390 Newtonville Ave. in the course of a summer job. Her older son 
told her how nice the house was. ‘I went down and looked at the house 
and fell in love with it,’’ she said, and described it as being Victorian in 
design, about 100 years old, with 13 rooms 

“It has a couple of very large rooms downstairs, panelled in 
mahogany, and a great big tiled fireplace,’ she said, and added that 
the house also has a large porch and yard 

Smith said about the house, ‘‘You could tell that you could bring so- 
meone thinking of this project to the house and they would say, ‘Indeed, 
that is a home in which I would like to live,’ because it has that feeling 
to it.”

Driver hurt in accident 
plans $3-5 million suit

NEWTON — The attorney for a Newton man who lost a foot three 
weeks ago following an accident with a school bus is filing a $3 to $5 
million law suit against the bus company and one of its drivers. 

According to Attorney Jack I. Zalkind, Vernon Porter Jr., 18, of 
Langley Rd., Newton Centre, king damages from the Bob Charles 
‘Transportation Company of Boston and its employee, Paul Snow, 67, of 
Quincy, the driver involved in the March 25 accident. 

Porter's left foot was amputated at Newton-Wellesley Hospital after 
a collison with the bus that morning on Route 9 and Parker Street.

the accident or the suit. He told The News Tribune to ‘Look at the acci- 
dent report” for any information. Charles would not say if Snow was 
still employed by the company. 
Rescuers spent more than 1’ hours trying to remove Porter from the 
crushed vehicle. Officials on the scene explained that Porter’s left leg 
‘aught between the truck’s floor board and the front bumper of the 


7-year-old female passenger in Porter's truck was not trapped. 
She was immediately taken to Newton-Wellesley Hospital, treated for 
facial injuries and released that night. Some 13 of 30 children on the 
bus, METCO pupils from Wellesley schools, were treated and released 
for minor injuries. At the time of the accident, 12:25 p.m., the children 
being driven back to their Boston homes, The bus driver was reported 
“shaken up” by the incident though he was not injured. 

Zalkind disclaimed the bus driver's statement made to police follow- 
ing the accident. According to a Newton Police accident report, Snow 
said that Porter's vehicle struck the bus. Snow also claimed that he was 
driving about three miles per hour after stopping at a stop sign before 
turning left onto the bridge over Route 9. 

At the scene of the accident, the truck was forced up against the 
sidewalk of the bridge. The front end of the bus was pushed into the left 
side of the pickup and the two vehicles became entangled. Rescuers 
could not separate the vehicles without severing Porter's leg, police 
said, 

The Registry of Motor Vehicles, whose officers were at the scene of 
the accident, is required to investigate all accidents involving school 
buses. Inspector Daniel Bono, who is investigating the incident, could 
not be reached Friday, 

Zalkind said that the $3-5 million Porter is seeking is based on mental 
anguish and the loss of the ability to work, ‘We still have to find out 
what the prognosis is for Vernon’s condition. The final decision of the 
doctors has not been made," said Zalkind. 

Porter’s father said that his son is in good condition and good spirits. 
The older Porter said his son would probably remain in the hospital for 
at least two more months.

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Ex-bank robber 
savors the good life 


Straight talk from Teddy Green

NEWTON There was a 
time when Teddy Green could be 
found playing the life of a rich 
Playboy on the lam - throwing 
around $500 bills like there was no 
tommorow and taking trips to 
foreign countries with beautiful 
women he called his 

secretaries.” 

These days, the 67-year old 
reformed bank robber, who spent 
17 years of his life in prison, can 
be found at a small desk in 
Newton's Clark and White 
Lincoln-Mercury showroom - sell- 
ing cars for a living. 


His biggest ‘‘take” for a job was 
$384,000. ‘‘A year and a half later, 
I blew it all,”’ he says 

Green, now a Dedham resident, 
preferred to dig his way into 
humid bank vaults on weekends 
with an oxygen lance, munching 
on candy bars for energy. He says 
the most ‘‘exciting"’ part of his job 
was counting the cash 

After a big heist, Green could be 
found gambling and drinking his 
money away. He once blew $36,000 
on the turn of one card in a game 
of baccarat with King Farouk in

It's a long way from those 
heady, endless nights of caviar 
and carousing when money meant 
nothing, but Green likes it just 
fine. 

“| think if I had my life to do 
over again I'd be a used car 
salesman,"’ he says 

Green, a car salesman for seven 
years after being paroled from 
the infamous Alcatraz Prison in 
1967, began his new job with the 
Washington Street car dealer last 
week, coming out of retirement 
“I was bored,’’ he says. ‘I just 
couldn’t stand sitting around 
idle.” 

lhe Boston native took time out 
from the laid-back life of a car 
salesman Thursday afternoon to 
recall those days when he made 
his living by forcing his way into 
bank vaults; when his “good 
friends’? were criminal legends 
like Machine Gun Kelly, Alvin 
Carpis and Robert ‘‘The Birdman 

atraz’’ Stroud. 
een says he robbed 20 banks. 
y nailed me with one,”’ 
. “T got acquitted and 
discharged on the other 19."" 

Why did Green become a bank 
robber? “If you want groceries 
you go to Stop and Shop and if you 
want money you go to the bank,” 
he says philosophically. 


Monaco. “It was nothing to tip a 
girl fifty bucks for your hat,” 
recalls Green. ‘‘You never earned 
the money; you didn’t know the 
value of it...I used to spend about 
$3,000 a week on nightclubs and 
raising hell.” 

But doesn't he really miss the 
money? 

“No,"’ says Green. ‘You think 
that kind of money brings you 
happiness, but it doesn’t...The 
happiest years of my life was 
when I was working.”’ 

The law caught up with Green 
while he was planning a job witha 
few of the boys in Georgia that 
ended in long haul behind bars. 
But he didn’t take life locked up 
for ‘borrowing money” without a 
fight. He constantly tried to 
escape. 

I just didn’t like it that’s all,”

wanted to go home. I didn’t 
want to bother anybody.” 

He once mailed himself in a box 
out of Charlestown State prison 
and wound up in New Jersey. And 
during his stay at Alcatraz 
Prison, Green tried to escape 12 
times. 

During one of the attempts, the 
stubborn con tried to chip through 
the cell floor to the basement, 
covering up the hole in the floor by 
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available either. So he wore 
bowling shoes during his first 
marathon. 

Eventually Hurwitz stopped 
running, but not because of 
peer pressure or lack of in- 
terest. ‘‘I was in my last year of 
medical school,’’ remembers 
Hurwitz, a graduate of Cornell 
University and Harvard 
Medical School. As a medical 
student, Hurwitz often ran 
from Cambridge to the Fen- 
way. However his hospital in- 
ternship followed by three 
years in the army took up most 
of his time 

Hurwitz still found time for 
golf and squash though. Two 
years ago when his squash 
partner failed to appear at the 
Newton YMCA, Hurwitz decid- 
ed to run around the track. 

hat’s when it started 
again,’’ he says. Hurwitz ran 
and finished the 1980 and 1981 
marathons 

Next week Hurwitz hopes to 
improve his time. In 1980, he 
finished in three hours and 33 
minutes and in 1981 finished in 
three hours and 35 minutes. 
“I'd like to cut that down five 
or 10 minutes,”’ he says. 

Hurwitz will wear blue and 
yellow shorts and T-shirt with 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion emblem, and his New 
Balance sneakers. 

Ther a good chance that 
Hurwitz will also be running 
with a partner. ‘‘The

else. You get better time and 
they keep you going,’’ he ex- 
plains. Last year, Hurwitz ran 
half the race with a drug 
researcher from Michigan. 

“The spirit is 
among the runne'! says Hur- 
witz. He also enjoys the 
crowd's enthusiasm. ‘‘The 
crowds are extremely helpful,”’ 
says Hurwitz. “The cheering 
crowds keep running even 
when you're a mile behind the 
winner.”

“The guard fell through the hole 
in your cell," reprimanded the 
warden. Green responded: ‘‘God- 
damm those termites!"’ 

Green says Alcatraz was unlike 
any other prison. It was the end of 
the line where the most petty 
squabbles could end in murder 
“There were quite a few murders 
among the inmate population,"’ he 
Says casually. ‘‘Any little incident 
would trigger a psychopath. That 
was the worst thing."’ 

For enjoyment, prisoners, who 
were denied newspapers and 
other luxuries, would keep rats as 
pets. Green likes to tell the story 
of a tough guard who frisked a 
con, came up with a rat and 


fainted. ‘‘You know that poor guy 
(prisoner), they took him to 
disciplinary court and put him in 
solitary for frightening guards.’ 

Life in prison, however, chang- 
ed Green. He says he went 
through a ‘‘metamorphosis”’ 
which resulted in his parole in 
1967. “One day, I was pacing up 
and down in solitary and a flash 
came through my mind and I 
said: ‘What the hell am I doing 
here?” 

When Teddy Green used to pass 
a bank on the street, he would get 
a feeling - a feeling that he had an

Racism, bigotry must be addressed

Over this past year the problem and tragedy of 
increasing numbers of reported acts of van- 
dalism, harassment and ault motivated by 
racial or religious bigotry ha ddened and con- 
cerned many in the Commonwealth. 








The firebombing of black families’ homes in 
Cambridge and Weymouth; the arson of a Milton 
synagogue’s sacred Torah; and the ever increas- 
ing problem of anti-Jewish or racist hate mail, 
intimidation and other related problems has 
been perceived by many - particularly victims - 
as being the norm rather than the exception. 








Indeed, while the more spectacular of these 
repugnant acts are publicized widely, numerous 
other daily infringements of an individual’s 
rights to safety in his or her home, work place 
and school are greeted with silence, acceptance 
and indifference. Perpetrators of these incidents 
have gotten a message that they can get away 
with anti-Jewish or racial acts. We at the Anti- 
Defamatin League reject that message as do 
most citizens of this state. 

However, contrary to last week’s Newton 
Graphic editorial assumptions that the criminal 
justice system responds strongly to these pro- 
blems, the record indicates the opposite. 

Case after case of what we refer to as ‘‘ethnic 
terrorism’ are viewed by police officials and 
prosecutors as merely malicious mischief or 
plain old vandalism. That kind of response ex- 
acerbates the anguish a victirn experiences and, 
in effect, tells the victim not to bother reporting 
the crime. Insensitivity and indifference are the 
s to these cases. Maximum 
never applied, despite The 
Graphic’sassumption that that is the case. 








Obviously, the problem of bigotry is one that 
has been with us for thousands of years. The bill 
proposed by Rep. David Cohen and strongly sup- 
ported by the ADL will increase the penalties for 
these acts but will not put an end to bigotry. 

However, what the new penalities will do is to 
communicate to prosecutors, police and the 
courts that this is a serious crime and that the 
people of Massachusetts are establishing a stan- 
dard of intolerance for these crimes. 


other legislators, in their support of this bill, are 
exhibiting the kind of leadership in this area that 
we sorely need. 

Rather than questioning their judgment 
although not their intentions as The Graphic did 
last week, the media has a duty to participate 
constructively in the search for a solution to a 
problem which has kept from too many the 
realization of the American dream. 

The media must be called on to

of indifference upon which perpetrators of these 
crimes depend. 

The media should be part of an effort to 
pressure the criminal justice system to respond 
sensitively and effectively to these incidents. 

Lastly, the media should be headlining the at- 
tempts by legislators of all faiths, races and na- 
tional origins to, above all, assure the victims of 
racially or religiously motivated crises that they 
are not alone. 

We at the ADL commend the efforts of Rep. 
Cohen and pledge our continued support for this 
bill, its enforcement and the educational effort 
required to address these problems before, as 
well as after, they occur.

Aldermen back $50,000 Stalemate possible 
in final vote for super 


in firefighter overtime 


NEWTON — Trying to get a grip on overrun overtime costs, the city 
has begun a study of sickleave time taken by city personnel 

Deputy Mayor James Hickey made the disclosure of what he 
characterized as a “‘significant problem,” after the Aldermanic 
Finance Committee put an additional $50,000 aside for fire overtime for 
fiscal year 1982. He noted that the problem ‘‘was not just with fire,” and 
Said he’s looking at the three major city departments for any discer- 
nable patterns. 

“It would be unfair to characterize it as abuse,”’ cautioned Hickey. 

‘At least what I’ve seen, the increase in sick time is disturbing; 
especially in the fire department.” 

With the $50,000 appropriation, the city has paid out $344,000 in fire 
overtime in F'Y1983. The Aldermanic Public Safety Committee approv- 
ed by a7 to 1 vote the overtime expenditure earlier in the evening. 
Finance approved the monies by a 5 to 2 vote. 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly said ‘‘hopefully”’ the additional appropria- 
tion would carry him through the remainder of the year. Last year, the 
city spent $369,000 for fire overtime. 

“Absenteeism is a very serious problem in the overall municipal 
workforce,”’ Hickey told the Public Safety Committee. ‘‘The sickness 
problem in the Fire Department has increased tremendously in the last 
10 years.” 

“We're trying to identify what is causing overtime," said Hickey. 
“The sickness has a direct bearing on overtime.” 

Hickey said he targeted the month of February in his study and 
checked the records dating from 1970. The average firefighter took .2 
day for illness in February 1970 compared to “slightly over” 1 full day 
twelve years later. 

Rodney Barker, who in a show of protest” voted against the $50,000 
Fire Department overtime request serted: ‘‘That the public should 
be asked to pay this is an outrage.” 

Hickey said the Public Works and Police Departments have tradi- 
tionally been the leaders in absenteeism, but the Fire Department had 
become the major problem in recent years. 

Barker, who has pressed Reilly consistently on the overtime abuse in 
the department, said: ‘‘It is the job of management to devise schemes 
whereby a greater check is made on this kind of absenteeism.” Reilly 
said the department use to check up on those firefighters calling in sick 
but now that has become an impossibility because many have moved 
outside the city. 

Barker said that it is ‘ironic’ that while Mayor Theodore Mann has 
recommended the closing of the Manet Road Fire station, thousands of 
dollars are being ‘‘wasted because of absenteeism.”

Committee member Susan Silbey agreed with Jones, saying, ‘‘I for 
one never put that down as one of my criteria. Otherwise, one would 
never have advancement.” 

In terms of experience in education, Strand’s career began in 1966 as 
a social studies teacher in New Canaan, Conn., and in 1971 he became 
director of a career education high school in New York City. He later 
became principal of a Yonkers, N.Y., junior high for two years until 
1976 when he became assistant superintendent of the Pelham schools. 

After a year as acting superintendent there, Strand was named the 
permanent superintendent of the Pelham system which has a school 
budget of $10.8 million and a system of 2,200 students. Newton’s school 
budget is currently over $39 million and the system has over 11,000 
students. 

Clark’s experience in education began in 1964 as a classroom teacher 
at both the elementary and secondary school levels. He worked as a 
teacher for four years before taking a job as inservice coordinator for 
curriculum development for elementary and secondary schools in 
three counties in in the Kalamazoo Valley school district in Michigan. 

From 1969-72 Clark was principal of an elementary school of 500 
students in Kalamazoo and from 1972-78 was director of student ser- 
vices for the Kalamazoo school system which has 24 elementary 
schools, five junior highs and two senior highs. In 1978, Clark took his 
current job in Shaker Heights, a school district with nine elementary 
schools, two junior highs and one senior high. 

Newton’s current superintendent of schools, Aaron Fink, was prin- 
cipal of a high school in Scarsdale, N.Y., before coming to Newton as 
superintendent in 1969. 

Silbey argued that Clark had more relevant budgetary experience 
than Strand because she felt Pelham had not experienced the financial 
constraints of Ohio or Massachusetts. She saw another strength of 
Clark as the ability ‘‘to marshal a constitutency for change.” 

Jones agreed that Ohio had faced “‘the challenges” being experienc- 
ed in public education today and praised Clark for ‘leadership ability.”’ 

Leonard Gentile stated his support for Clark on the basis of style, 
“creativity’’ and ‘‘willingness to be open to change.” 

James Mnookin supported Strand because he ‘‘talked a lot about 
many educational issues which we have faced and will face.”” 

Berwick said she felt it was ‘“‘important’’ that Strand has been a 
superintendent and added, ‘‘I thought this committee was agreed that 
we didn’t want to take risks in terms of management skills.’’ She also 
viewed Strand as being ‘‘much more specific”’ in his answers. 

“T find Dr. Strand’s answers to questions at least in some cases to be 
more satisfying to me,”’ Berwick said. ‘I find him to be a deep thinker 
and I find him to give very well-considered answers.”

However, in speaking last, Mayor Mann 
summed up the prevailing opinion of the com 
mittee as 5-3 in favor of Strand, a statement 
which Gentile and Chairperson Mann called 
incorrect 

Mayor Mann said he thought both men were 
excellent candidates and that he would vote in 
Support for whoever garnered at least five 
votes from the committee. 

In her comments, Silbey appeared to sup- 
port Clark over Strand, but did not actually 
state a preference as other School Committee 
members did, However, other committee 
members, with the exception of Berwick, con- 
fined their expressions of support to a ‘“‘lean- 
ing’’ for one candidate over the other or an 
“inclination.” Berwick stated candidly that 
She “planned to support” Strand 

Following the public interviews, the com- 
mittee was silent and apparently reluctant to 
ive comments about candidates in 
open session. Under the state's Open Meeting 
Law, the School Committee as a public body is 
allowed to discuss only the reputation, mental 
or physical health of candidates in closed, ex- 
ecutive session, All School Committee inter 
views and votes must be in open session, along 
with discussion of the professional competence 
of candidates 

Chairperson Nancy Mann announced at the 
start that the final vote would not be taken un- 
til the committee's next meeting Thursday

Project becomes full- 
fledged artist’s exhibit 


NEWTON~— When Andy Kessler of Winston Road, Newton, decided 
the John Hancock Observatory was the place he wanted to photograph, 
he took his project guidelines literally. 





The assignment for his Rhode Island School of Design photography 
class was limited to ‘the description of a plac using a group of 
photographs. Kessler did just that, and what was originally just a col- 
lege assignment has blossomed into a full-fledged exhibition in that 
very place - 740 feet above Boston in the John Hancock Tower. 











Laurie Steig, John Hancock Observatory’s promotion coordinator, 
saw Kessler’s work and was so impressed she agreed to display his pic- 
tures in the 60th-floor Observatory 


So now through May l, eight photographs depicting the John Hancock 
Observatory - as seen through the lens of Andy Kessler - will be ex- 
hibited there. 





“I wanted people to be only a small part of the photographs,”’ the 20- 
year old Kessler explains, ‘because I felt that the presence of people 
would take away from the ‘description of place.’” To create the effect, 
the RISD sophmore used a long camera exposure, successfully obscur- 


ing the people who necessarily became part of the photos in some in- 
stances 


For the project, Kessler was assigned to describe a place with strong 
detail encompassing function and atmosphere. He had been in the 
observatory ‘‘many, many times,”’ and combining his fondness for the 
comtemporary space with his ‘“‘love of grand views,” the match was 
made. 

The Newton native’s interest in photography was first sparked back 
at Oak Hill Elementary by Edward McCarthy, Jr., and was later fueled 
oy Robert Arrunda from Newton South High School and Mass. College 
of Art. 











The photographic studies major has had his work appear in 
catalogues and on album covers, has taught photography to elemen- 
tary school children and recently completed a semester internship in 
New York City working for commercial photographer Steve Steigman. 

But for now, it’s April’s exhibit in the 60th-floor observatory that has 
gotten Kessler’s adrenalin pumping. Besides having his work 
displayed in a spot where more than two million visitors have passed, 
Kessler is looking forward to the exhibition for another reason. “It’s 
rare to see your photos displayed in the place they were photograph- 
ed,’’ Ke points out. ‘And I’m really excited about that.”

Executive department 
wins budget approval

NEWTON — The Aldermanic: Finance Com- 
mittee Monday approved, without debate, a 
three-percent hike in the executive 
department budget for fiscal year 1983. 

The budget proposal, which was presented 
by Mayor Theodore Mann, asks for $179,940, 
up $5,933 from fiscal year 1932. Mann had re- 
quested all city department he:ads to simulate 
a 4.5 percent cut for FY 1983. 

The executive department’ budget is labor 
intensive with $156,691 of the: total budget go- 
ing toward salaries. The department supports 
seven positions, including the muayor’s, a depu- 
ty mayor, a budget officer, a_ citizens 
stance officer, two secretaries and a part- 
time clerk 

Mann said the FY 1983 budget was ‘‘an ex- 
ceptionally tight budget’’ for all departments 
and that the executive department had taken 
on added responsibilities over the past few 
years that accounted for the growth in the 
department.

The Board of Aldermen recently voted not to 
raise the mayor’s annual salary of $37,500 for 
the next four years. The mayor also receives a 
$1,000 expense allowance. 

Under the proposed F Y1983 budget, Deputy 
Mayor James Hickey will get a $1,283 pay in- 
crease raising his salary to $34,178. Budget 
Director David Wilkinson will receive a $2,459 
pay hike raising his salary to $27,883.

NEWTON — Lois Pines of Newton, former 
Regional Director of the Federal Trade Com- 
mission told a legislative hearing on casino 
gambling the state should ‘‘stop trying to solve 
its problems with a roll of the dice.” 


Pines said, ‘‘Casino gambling 1s 
of trying to solve one problem and creating 
hundreds of others,” and that Massachusetts 
should not be fooled by ‘‘the illusion that 
casino gambling brings in more money than it 
costs."* 


We cannot afford casino gambling’s 
economic costs, nor should we be forced to 
tolerate its human costs,” Pines said in a 
statement submitted to a hearing of the Joint 
Legislative Committee on Government 
Regulations in Gardner Auditorium:

“In Atlantic City, casino gambling meant a 
170 percent increase in crime, compared with 
a state-wide increase of 26 percent. Of all the 
persons arrested for these crimes, 95 percent 
were out of towners. Don't we already have 
enough of our own problents?' Pines asked

The former state representative and a can- 
didate for lieutenant governor warned th 
Massachusetts must consider the costly pro- 
blems a casino creates. 

“Who pays to widen the highway leading to 
the casino?" she asked. Who pays for increas 
ed police and fire protection? Who pays for in- 
creased demands for housing? Who has to face 
the increased problems of organized crime, 
drugs and alcoholism?" 

“The residents of Massachusetts 
who.""

Camping conference 


CHESTNUT HILL — At the request of the American Camping Assn., 
Beverly Shiffman, president of Student Camp and Trip Advisors of 
Chestnut Hill, addressed its national convention in New York in early 
March. In the 13 years since she started the service, free to families, 
Shiffman has counselled thousands of families about appropriate ex- 
periencs for their children, She has also counselled directors of camps 
and student trips in their efforts to improve their programs 








Shiffman spoke of the pattern she has observed evolving from the 
changes in the world around her and detects definite trends. ‘The im- 
position of Proposition 2'» has meant changes in the non-academic pro- 
grams in the public schoc ‘she said, ‘‘Reagonomics has exacerbated 
the cutbacks in sports, music, arts and crafts necessitated by the new 
approach to taxation.” 





“rhe rising divorce rate, creating the one-parent family, puts the 
camp in the position of being the family of the future,” Shiffman said. 
“Since most children live with the mother, there is a need for a strong, 
secure male role-model with whom a boy can identify. At gir AMps 
there must be males in natural roles other than the doctor or the direc- 
tor. Frequently the camp offers the only stability in the child's life. 
Considering the growing numbers of one-child families, it may be the 
only place where a child can develop a relationship with peers,’’ Shiff- 
man said. Because of the mobility of young families, the camp fre- 
quently offers the only experience with an extended family—the sur 
rugate cousins and aunts and uncles 





“Today, for many legitimate reasons, both parents are working, 
creating problems of another sort. Children who are beyond the age for 
day-care centers must still be kept off the streets and engaged in satis- 
fying activities,” she said

DeNucci aims to help needy 
Newton property taxpayers

BOSTON — State Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D- 
Newton-Waltham) is drawing up legislation to 
aid needy and elderly taxpayers hurt by 
skyrocketing property tax bills under revalua- 
tion. 

DeNucci Wednesday said he is preparing a 
legislative package that he will file with State 
Rep. Gerald Cohen (D-Andover )- chairman of 
the powerful House taxation committee. 

DeNucci, chairman of the Human Services 
Committee, said the legislation would allow 
cities and towns to broaden the eligibility re- 
quirements for elderly residents filing proper- 
ty tax exemptions. 

He said the package includes a home rule 
proviso that would allow the changes only if 
local legislative bodies and officials approve 
them. 

DeNucci said the legislation would allow 
communities to increase the dollar amount of 
property tax exemptions that have been reduc- 
ed dramatically because of the drop in proper- 
ty tax rates under revaluation. The Newton 
tax rate is expected to drop from $177 per 
$1,000 of assessed property to $22.10 under 
revaluation. 

The legislation would reduce the minimum- 
age eligibility requirement for an elderly 
clause 41 tax-exemption from 70 years old to 
63. Furthmore, DeNucci said the package will 
increase the minimum eligibility financial re- 
quirement from $6,000 for a single person to 
$10,000 and from $7,000 for a married couple to 
$12,000, 

With soaring inflation, DeNucci said the cur- 
rent minimum financial requirements for pro- 
perty tax exemptions are not “‘realistic.”’ 




















“T think that something like this will fly,” 
said DeNucci of the legislation. ‘We have to do 
something for the very low allowance that an 
elderly person can make (to qualify). There is 
a trernendous amount of frustration from my 
constituents.” 

DeNucci criticized Proposition 242 for the 
soaring property tax bill increases faced by 
many taxpayers in Newton. ‘It seems to me 
my constituents in the working class sections 
of the city got hammered the hardest because 
of 212,”’ he said. 

Under the re-distribution of taxes forced 
revaluation, city homeowners will pay a 
$3,498,900 shift in taxes that were being picked 
up by commercial and business taxpayers last 
year. Proposition 2% supporters contend that 
taxpayers would have eventually been hurt 
even more without the tax-cutting measure. 


Noting that the “‘city and board of aldermen | 
dragged their feet on revaluation for many | 


years,” DeNucci charged that the tight time 
frame of the accelerated revaluation con- 





ducted in Newton has resulted in an unprofes- | 


sional job with errors and discrepancies 


Under a timetable submitted by the city to 
the state Department of Revenue, the project 
was scheduled for completion by Jan. 1.

Property tax exemptions under laws 


A number of exemptions are available to 
elderly and needy taxpayers who qualify 
under state statute. The exemptions have 
dropped dramatically because of the sharp 
decrease in the city’s tax-rate. Taxpayers can 
file for the exemptions after residents receive 
tax bills. The exemptions and the minimum 
dollar awards are: s 

*Veteran (10 percent disability or Purple 
Heart recipient) - $175. 

«Veteran (loss of use of one foot or hand) - 
$175, 

*Veteran (loss of both feet or hands) - $700, 

*Veteran (needing special housing because 
of disability ) -$875 

*Veteran (100 percent disability ) - $525. 

*Blind - $437. 

*Elderly Clause 41- $500. In order to qualify, 
residents must be 70-years old by July 1,1981,

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Hospital readies 
for Marathon Day 


By Eileen Fitzgerald 
NEWTON - Watching the Boston Marathon from Washington Street in 
Newton is always a spectacular event. But have you ever stopped to 
think about what goes on behind the scene to make sure all goes as 
planned? 

While most people are busy cheering on the thousands of runners, 50 
Newton Police officers, 50 Metropolitan District Commission officers, 
20 auxiliary police, 45 Red Cross volunteers, 10 ambulances, 15 Red 
Cross vehicles and hundreds of Newton-Wellesley Hospital staffers are 
standing by all day to provide emergency assistance to any runner in 
distress 

As the only hospital on the marathon route - located at the 17-mile 
mark - Newton Wellesley begins preparing for emergency care several 
months in advance. Representatives from the Red Cross, the Newton 
and Wellesley Police and people from Chaulk Ambulance, the State and 
MDC police meet with NWH doctors and administrators to discuss 
medical coverage for the famed event. 

The group a along with the hospital’s Security Department, 
outlines emergency traffic routes to and from the hospital. 

Orchestrating the emergency care for a sporting event involving 
thousands of runners and spectators requires a total team effort from 
the entire NWH health care staff. Additional nursing and medical staff 
provide 24-hour care in the Emergency Department, while other 
hospital personnel work behind the scenes marking sure the depart- 
ment is fully equipped. Extra supplies such as stretchers, wheelchairs, 
hyperthermia pads, blankes, ice and intravenous fluids must be readily 
available 

As prevention against dehydration, a common malady 
runners, the hospital's pharmacy prepares its own beve 
“Marathon-aide" which replaces the body's salt intake. 

Another common medical problem for runners is hypothermia 
(which the body temperature drops below normal) or hyperthermia 
(when the temperature becomes abnormally high). As a preventive 
measure NWH physicians trained in emergency medicine instruct the 
Red Corss, police emergency medical technicians (EMT's) and am- 
bulance personnel in the treatment of the two temperature problems on 
the morning be: the marathon. 

The hospital is also equipped to treat an overflow of patients. The 
Outpatient Departm: staffed by doctors and nurses, serves as a 
back-up system to the Emergency Department. Social service and 
public relations personnel also set up a communications network in the 
Outpatient Dept. to call families of patients and to facilitate discharge 
plans. 

Most of the 45 runners treated at NWH over the last two years suf- 
fered from exhaustion, dehydration and muscle cramps. However, the 
hospital is ready to handle any emergency. And that should be reassur- 
ing whether you're running or just watching.

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NWH disaster 


NEWTON - Dozens of anxious parents 
rushed into Newton-Wellesley Hospital on 
March 25 fearing the worst after a serious 
accident between a school bus and a pick-up 
truck. 

But when they arrived at the Outpatient 
Department they were surprised and reliev- 
ed, Not only had their children received 
medical treatment, but they were being 
well-cared for by NWH nurses and social 
workers. 

Just two hours earlier these 13 METCO 
students were on their way home from 
school in Wellesley when, shortly after 
noon, the school bus collided with the truck 
at the intersection of Parker Street and 
Route 9 in Newton Centre. 

Within minutes the Chaulk Ambulance 
Rescue squad had alerted the NWH 
Emergency department about the extent of 
injuries. NWH Chief of Emergency 
Medicine Dr. Desmond Colohan gave 
medical instructions to the ambulance crew 
and sent medical resident Dr. Bruce Tofias 
to the scene. 

Intravenous transfusions were im- 
mediately given to the 18-year-old driver of 
the pick-up, who was trapped in the truck 
for almost two hours after the crash. 

Meanwhile, the Newton Fire Department, 
Police and rescue squad were in constant 
contact with the hospital. NWH Assistant 
Executive Director Michael Varadian said 


the communication network was ‘‘ex- 
cellent.”’ 
“Chaulk Ambulance provided the 


hospital with the neces: medical in- 
formation for us to adequately prepare for 
the patients being transported here,’’ he 
said afterward. 

Based on the reports from the scene, Dr 
Charlotte Yeh, associate chief of the NWH 
Department of E Medicine and 
chairperson of the hospital’s Disaster Con- 
trol Center , implemented a Level 1 
Disaster Plan. Dr. Yeh said the Level 1 
notifies hospital personnel they will be 
treating between three and five ‘“im- 
mediate care’’ patients or less than 20 
“minimal care”’ patients. 

According to Varadian, the plan demands 
a total team effort of all hospital depart- 
ments, 

“All departments are alerted to provide

back up support for emergency,”’ he 
“This involves staff from nursing, social 
service, public relations, pathology, 
respiratory care, radiology, operating room 
and the outpatient department, pharmacy, 
central supply, distribution services and 
security.” 

The Emergency Department physicians 
treated all 16 patients with the assistance of 
the medical interns, and _ residents, 
Emergency Department nursing staff, in- 
travenous team nurses and radiologists. 
Only one child was admittecl overnight for 
observation. Both the bus driver and a 
female passenger from the )9ick-up truck 
were treated and released. 

A trauma team, with orthopaedic surgeon 
Dr. Carl Spector, vascular surgeon Dr. 
Robert Ewton and two orthopaedic 
residents performed surgery on the truck 
driver.

After the 12 children were released from 
emergency the hospital staf took them to 
the Outpatient Department where they 
were treated with cookies and tonic while 
their parents were called and reassured the 
children were safe. 


Nurses also gave parents instructions for 
follow up care for the children, most of 
whom suffered minor bruises adn neck 
sprains. 


Chief of Emergency Medicine, Dr. Des- 
mond Colohan, praised the efforts of 
hospital personnel for carrying out the 
disaster plan. 

“The team effort was terrific,’ Dr. Col- 
ohan said. ‘Within an hour and a half of the 
arrival of the first patient, we were able to 
medically treat everyone, notify the 
parents and even arrange to transport the 
students home.” 


Airwaves bindemergency system 
Helped in recent bus accident

NEWTON — When a medical emergency oc- 
curs, the best anyone can hope for is that a 
capable doctor is nearby. But that isn’t always 
the case. 

Chaulk Ambulance has the next best thing 
The Advanced Life Support System (ALS) 
allows the the paramedic on the scene and doc- 
tor at a nearby hospital to communicate ver- 
bally so that doctors can direct rescuers in 
emergency care. At the same time, a patient's 
vital signs are being electronically sent to the 
hospital, as paramedics on the scene watch 
them on a small screen. 

“The paramedic is actually an extension of 
the emergency room,” explains Curt Lovett, 
Chaulk spokesperson. ‘‘With this system, we 
hope to reduce the mortality rate by 30%,” he 
added. 

The ALS was used in Newton for the first 
time three weeks ago during a major 
vehicular accident in Newton Centre. A school 
bus filled with children crashed into a pickup 
truck over Route 9, pinning the truck’s driver, 
an 18-year-old Newton man, inside the truck 
for more than 1% hours. 

Chaulk rescuers, with police and fire EMTs, 
sustained the driver intraveneously, as a

system. 

The youth’s foot was late’ amputated at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. Though Lovett 
and several Chaulk rescuer:; agree that the 
results ‘‘may have been a lot worse”’ if they 
were not using the ALS. 

The $16,000 ALS system consists of a Pioneer 
3000 receiver for voice comraunication bet- 
ween doctors and paramedics. The Life Pack 5 
features a four-inch screen {‘or monitoring a 
patients cardiac rythms. ‘he defribillator 
paddles release 400 watt secoridis of electricity 
used in cardiac emergencies, ‘which make up 
60% of medical emergencies ir, Newton. 

During a medical emergency, paramedics 
using the system call a centra! dispatcher in 
Boston, who then connects them with the ap- 
propriate hospital. A telephone coupler is used 
if rescuers are in a dense area where towers or 
high-rises interfere with radio communica- 
tion. In Upper Falls, for example, radio and 
TV towers create communication problems, 
Lovett explained. 

The ALS is relatively new. First used in Los 
Angeles in 1968, the ALS system has moved 
slowly in the United States. In Massachusetts, 
only Boston and a handfull of other

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municipalities have the system, according to 
Chaulk paramedics. 

Chaulk, which came under contract in 
Newton eight months ago, will not use the 
system until mid-July. ‘We're still testing 
equipment,”’ Lovett explained. 

The ALS will be used by paramedics on 
Rescue 3. Generally, Rescue 1 and 2, operated 
by Chaulk’s Advanced EMTs, respond to 
ermergency calls. If the situation calls for the 
ALS, Rescue 3 will be alerted. 


Even with the ALS, Lovett stressed that 
Chaulk’s rescuers still need help from police 
and fire EMTs. Though Chaulk’s EMTs are 
more advanced than those in the city’s depart- 
ment, police and fire are often on the scene of 
an emergency before Chaulk. During a 
medical emergency, every second counts. 
“We've already had a number of “saves’’ 
because of police response,’’ said Bruce Bax- 
ter, a paramedic. 


Paramedics have 1000 more hours of train- 
ing and are qualified to administer direct 
medication, EMTs provide basic life support, 
such as mouth to mouth resuscitation and 
CPR. Bobby Carl, another Chaulk paramedic 
added, ‘It really feels good to get to the scene 
and see someone doing CPR.” 


Police asking 
for one dozen 
new cruisers

NEWTON — If Police Chief William Quinn 
gets his way, the police department. will 
receive $100,000 to purchase a dozen new 
cruisers. 


Quinn told the aldermanic Public Safety 
Committee Monday night that the 1983 autos 
are needed to replace 12 police cars that are 
facing frequent and costly repairs. The cars 
are part of the Police Department budget 
package recommended by Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 


The cruisers being replaced are: two 1972's, 
one 1975, four 1979's, three 1980’s and two 
1981's. The cars range from a 1972 Dodge with 
60,620 miles currently (65,670 by the end of the 
FY 82) to a 1980 Ford Mercury with 88,517 
miles currently (119,517 projected). 


Alderman Richard McGrath argued that the 
cars do not desperately need to be replaced. 

“These are not mileages that convince me 
these vehicles should be retired,” said the 
veteran alderman, reviewing the mileage of 
cruisers slated for replacement. ‘I'd be very 
reluctant to vote these funds based on this in- 
formation.” 


McGrath claimed that if the vehicles are 
regularly checked and maintained, they 
ebaule be able to run for more than 100,000 
mues, 


A mechanic for the department, however, 
contended that the autos would face eostly 
repairs and be off the road frequently because 
of breakdowns if not replaced this year. 


Timothy Coogan, a consultant for the Police 
Department and the Greater Boston Police 
Council, said that most cruisers are replaced 
with anywhere from 65,000 to 80,000 miles. 


Public Safety Committee Chairman Joseph 
DePasquale supported the purchase. “I think 
the annual replacement of police cars is 
necessary,’’ he said.

The director of the sports medicine 
program at Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center is warning parents a child's body 
is not equipped to handle the stresses of 
long-distance running. 

While acknowledging running can be 
useful in the development of the heart 
and lungs, Dr. Lyle Micheli said Monday 
there significant consequences in a 
heavy running program on developing 
bones and muscles, even though it is too 
new a problem to define specific 
ailments.

King undermined anti-corruptionlaw 


Gov, Edward J, King’s administration 
has undermined the state’s 2-year-old 
anti-corruption law by ignoring most of 
its provisions, a private government 
watchdog group claims, 

MassAction, a nonpartisan research 
group, concluded that “the old system of 
public construction in Massachusetts 
continues to prevail at the public's ex- 
pense,” 

A 68-page evaluation of the Construc- 
tion Reform Act passed to curb waste 
and fraud in state building was re 
over the weekend. The Legislature pass- 
ed the law in July 1980 after the Ward 
Commission revealed a pattern of ineffi- 
ciency and corruption in state building, 
design and supply practices, 

The study, entitled ‘Bricks Without 
Mortar," concluded that the administra- 
tion failed to promulgate most of the 
rules and regulations required by the 
law 

Albert Anderson, MassAction 
chairman, said, ‘The thrust of this new 

















legislation is being gutted by a lack of 
forceful implementation, To salvage this 
key reform, the governor, the 
Legislature and state agency ad- 
ministrators must get behind the effort 
now.” 

The statute stipulated that the state 
must adopt formal rules and procedures 
for capital improvements, tighten con- 
trols over designer and contractor selec- 
tion and prevent duplication and un- 
necessary building. 

The report described administration 








efforts to impleme| nt the law as “in- 
con istent,’ 

“The majority of the new ad- 
ministrative requirements have not 


been implemented,”’ the report said, ad- 
ding that “this is particularly distress- 
ing in light of the fact that the com- 
monwealth was allowed one year from 
the passage of the law to prepare for a 
new administration and to promulgate 
new rules and regulations.” 
‘It is unclear why the 





executive 


branch has resisted complying with the 
Construction Reform Act,"’ the evalua- 
tion said, ‘‘but the impact of such at- 
tempts is to undermine the objectives of 
the law and to establish dangerous 
precedents which threaten successful 
implementation.” 

Gerard Morris, a spokesman for King, 
reserved comment until administration 
officials have read the report. 

A checklist of 70 major requirements 
of the law found that the administration 
had met only six, MassAction said. 

The group criticized administration 
attempts ‘to compromise the success of 
the law,” 

It cited the administration’s unsuc- 
cessful attempt last year to transfer 
Boston State Hospital land to the 
Massachusetts Government Land Bank 
for industrial development and to ex- 
pand correctional facilities without 
following the legal guidelines 

Both bills were killed by the 
Legislature (UPI report)

Early programs included the establishment 
of a Penny Savings Branch of Newton to en- 
courage young parents to save money, the 
rt of what is now the All Newton Music 
School, drop-in activities and athletic teams 
for ado ents.

The agency built a portable facility to the 
rear of the Davis School and changed its name 
to the West Newton Community Center. The 
Rebecca Pomroy House was established in

when it’s facility was sold, and the agency 
moved into its quarters at 84 Eldredge Street 
in Newton. 

In 1955 the facility at 429 Cherry Street in 
West Newton was erected. Late in 1958, at the 
occasion of its Golden Jubilee celebration, the 
“West"’ was dropped from the agency name 
which then appeared as the Newton Communi- 
ty Center. 





























General activities for all ages were con- 
tinued at both the Center and Pomroy House, 
with the latter focussing on girls’ and mothers’ 
activitie ong with nur: 1001 program: 
in the early 1960's the f joined activities 
which were undertaken to include youngsters 
re 1 by the Roxbury Multi-Service Center 
in the camping activity. Discussions were 
taken and research done on the need for 
Care in Newton, and a private grant was 
awarded to the agency to provide a detached

worker program in Newton Upper Falls for a 
two year period. 

In the late 1960’s the agency took an active 
role in Newton Senior Citizens Committee 
which provided basis for the current Council 
on Aging and Youth Commissions; began 
dialogue and consummated the marriage of 
the Community Center and Pomroy House into 
the Newton Community Service Centers, Inc: 
administrated the Newton Head Start Pro- 
gram and Newton Youth Centers through 
funds provided hy the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Youth Services; increased community 
organization efforts undertaken on behalf of 
special groups such as the pre-school child, the 
adolescent and the senior citizen. 


The 1970's was a period of continued growth. 
It marked the beginning of a comprehensive 
Day Care and After School Care program; 
established the Newton Job Bank, Street 
worker Program, and the continuation of the 
Newton Youth Center through the City of 
Newton, the establishment of a Saturday 
Camp in conjunction with Boston College, ad- 
dition of a variety of new leisure time ac- 
tivities such as creative arts, yoga, drama, 
and weight watching. 


Administration took on new dimensions with 
area and regional responsibilities undertaken.

To the left of traditional Judaism

NEWTON — Their flyer bills them as a religion for Jews — today...and 
tomorrow. 

What the small congregation of Kahal B’raira — a Community of 
Choice — has done is separate the secular and religious aspects of the 
Judaic culture, opening up an avenue for those Jews who have spurned 
the religion. 

The Kaha! B’raira alternative is to the far left of reform Judaism — a 
liberal Judaic ideology which many traditionalists and older Jews have 
yet to accept. The same traditionalists, the orthodox and conservative 
Jews, would probably call the followers of Kahal B’raira, heretics. 

On Monday night at the First Unitarian Church in West Newton, 
about 25 members of the congregation gathered for a short, yet moving

So on Sunday, with Newton Police in attendance for the helicopter 
landing, officials of Bloomingdales’ main office stepped off the chop- 
per to herald the opening of the new Phillipine promotion at the 
prestigious store. 

One Newton police officer had even indicated Tuesday morning 
the phantom Mrs. Marcos landed in Chestnut Hill in a jet but that 
report was later corrected to show it was a helicopter which had 
landed in the store paricing le lot. 

The Phillipine nine promovven is reportedly one in a series of gala 
events staged by department store chain, featuring goods from a 
variety of countries such as China and Ireland. 


Holocaust service to commemorate the six million Jews who perished 
at the hands of the Nazis. 

The service was picketed by the Supreme Rabbinic Court of America 
Inc., whose members have refused to recognize the group and called 
the ‘idea of having a Holoca service in a church ludicrous."’ 

Out of a void, Kahal B’raira, the local chapter of a national 
Humanistic Judaism movement, has created an alternative to conven- 
tional Judaism. Turned off by religion, the congregation of Kahal 
B'raira has spurned God and prayer while tightening its hold on the 
Judaic culture. 

The alternative, which the group 
Massachusetts for ven years, is less structured than conventional 
Judaism and does not mold its services around the Talmud. Instead, 
members of the Kahal B'raira congregation write the service 
methodology which the group believes strenghtens their ties with the 
Judaic culture. 

“Sometimes you're re-inventing the wheel,’ noted Laurence 
Stybel, 34, president of Kahal B'raira and a Newton resident. ‘On the 
other hand, our services are highly personal! and there isn’t a feeling of 
‘here is something off a shelf."”’ 

The group, which does not have a temple, holds its services either at 
the West Newton church or at members’ homes, According to Stybel 
the humanistic group has 109 local members and 12 chapters nationa! 
ly. 

“‘A lot of people have a strong identity with the heritage, the culture, 
and the holiday aspect, not with God or prayer,"' said Ken Davis, a past 
president of the group. ‘It is a way for people to express their Jewish 
identity."’ 

The central tenet of the Newton-based congregation is that people act 
independently of God or a supernatural power. It is people who control 
their own destiny, not a supreme being. 

Rabbi Jeff Silberstein, who presided over the ceremony noted: ‘We 
each have the freedom and the responsibility to choose good over evil 
Sure there is evil in each of us, but we choose to control it.’”

Wieder grew up in a home where her 
parents, Polish Jews, spoke Yiddish, but did 
not raise their children in the Jewish religion 
Her awareness of their experience was very 
limited. She did know that, unlike most of her 
friends in her New Jersey home town, she had 
no grandparents, no cousins, and very few 
relatives at all. 

She told the students that she had only heard 
her parents relate two experiences during her 
childhood. Her mother had talked about the 
time she was hit over the head by a Nazi for 
stealing a potato and her father had told how

spent only a month inside a Nazi concentration 
camp, but for several years he experienced 
Nazi's terrorizing of the Jewish community, 

“Suddenly, in 1933, nobody knew me 
anymore. Anyone who knew me turned their 
backs. We were ghosts,’’ said Rabbi 
Wohlgemuth. 

“You were once free. Then suddenly, you 
weren't tolerated,"’ said Rabbi Wohlgemuth of 
Jewish life under Adolf Hitler's regime. In 
public, Jews were physically and verbally 
abused, the rabbi told students, Their 
businesses were vandalized or forced to close 
because of Nazi boycotts. He remembered that 
a girl quit school because her father's business 
was failing. ‘‘They would come to you and say 
they want your business,"’ said Rabbi 
Wohlgemuth, noting that the Jews didn't have 
a choice 

Jews were forbidden to teach school. Jewish 
children remained in public schools. They 
were tormented though by other children so 
the Jewish community started their own 
schools. ‘It was their greatest resistance,” he 
said. 

Rabbi Wohlgemuth was born and raised in 
the small German town of Kitzingen, a com- 
munity in which about 600 Jews lived. More 
than half were killed by the Germans, Rabbi 
Wohlgemuth’s father and brother, with whom 
he lived before he was imprisoned in Dachau, 
were also killed in Nazi death camps. 

Dachau was one of the more infamous of 50 
concentration camps established by the end of

Officials from the group, a 
revival of an organization formed 
to stop a revaluation attempt in 
1975, met for the second time 
Thursday night, laying the 
groundwork for a stepped up 


law, was accelerated in Newton to 
raise the city’s tax levy, 

Finnegan Associates, which 
began the revaluation last May, 
has come under sharp criticism 
from taxpayers claiming 
discrepancies and errors. 

John Rogers, president of Save 
Our Homes Two, said the group 
has already telephoned 400 
homeowners to find out how they 
feel about the revaluation. He 


noted that many taxpayers have 
still not received the five com- 
parable sales used to determine 
the assessment of their home. 

Rogers said about 1,000 tax- 
payers belong to the organization 
which has raised $300 to battle 
revalution. ‘‘The primary purpose 
of the organization is to insist on 
and get a fair revaluation,” he 
said. 

He said the group is gaining 
steam in it’s battle against the 
revaluation and he is hoping fund 
raising and membership will in- 
crease dramatically within the 
next several weeks. 

He said the group, which has 
registered as a political commit- 
tee, is attempting to spread the 
message that the taxpayers can 
do something to assure a fair and 
equitable revaluation. He argued 
there is a “widespread feeling 
that an injustice’? has been com- 
mitted. 

“I think the energy is there,” 
he said. “I think something will be 
done.‘ 


2,500-3,000 will get a break 


NEWTON — A project manager 
for the firm conducting revalua- 
tion estimated last week approx- 
imately 2,500 to 3,000 residential 
property values will be decreased 
as a result of a review of 
assessments being challenged by 
homeowners. 

Finnegan Associates of Acton, 
the firm conducting revalution, 
began a review of the estimated 
10,000 assessments challenged by 
homeowners on March 29. 

Thomas Polzella, manager of 
the Newton revaluation project, 
said the company hopes to send 
out notices of the results of in- 
formal appeal reviews on Friday. 

Polzella said an estimated 150 to 
200 residential assessments will 
be increased as a result of the 


field review. Polzella said the 
firm has concentrated on 
eliminating the ‘‘obvious”’ errors. 

Polzella said the firm reviewed 
an estimated 800 homes, but 
entered less than 100. He stressed 
that only major data errors in the 
home would result in a significant 
decrease in assessments and ex- 
tensive interior review is un- 
necessary. 

The state Department of 
Revenue began a review of com- 
mercial values Wednesday. Chief 
Assessor Robert Palmer said 
Wednesday that he expects cer- 
tification of commercial values by 
the end of the week. He said the 
target mailing date for residential 
property tax bills reflecting the 
revaluation is May 1. 


State won't press charges 
in science fair project cases 


NEWTON — Officials from the Massachusetts Society for Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals (MSPCA) will not press criminal charges against 
Newton high school administrators, despite previously questioning the 
legality of two science fair projects involving animals. 

MSCPA officials had speculated the science experiments conducted 
by two students involving animals were illegal. However, an MSCPA 
spokesman said last week the organization decided not to press 
charges after a review of the two experiments conducted by Newton 
North student Marc Weinfeld and Newton South student Matthew 
Cohen. MSPCA officials and about 100 science teachers met last week 
to review the projects involving mice and toads. 

William Curran, director of law enforcement for the MSCPA, said the 
group has decided not to proceed legally against the experiments. 

As a result the two students who conducted experiments with mice 
and toads may be allowed to participate in the state science fair at the 
Massachusett Institute of Technology on April 30 and May 1. Top prize 


is a $1,000 scholarship. 


An MIT panel must review the two science projects before accepting 


them as part of the science fair. 


Newton North High School Science department head Stuart Rist has 
argued that state laws regarding the experiments with animals are un- 


fair. 


Weinfeld’s project, which won first place in the Newton science fair 
on March 22, investigated whether high frequency sounds emited by 
male mice were integral to the mammals’ mating process. 

Rist agreed that Weinfeld temporarily devocalized mice, but he 
stressed that he did so with the supervision of university personnel and 


under prescribed conditions. 


Cohen’s project studied pacemakers and how they affected the heart- 
beat of the toad, Rist said that the toad hearts were obtained from a 


legally licensed laboratory. 


Furthermore, he noted that Cohen didn’t dissect the toads. ‘‘He just 
showed the effects of pacemakers on the hearts,’ he said. 

A state law prohibits animal experiments in public school which in- 
clude ‘‘anesthetizing,electric shock or where normal health of (the) 
animal is interfered with.” The law also prohibits students from ex- 
hibiting animals which have undergone experiments, except ina 


classroom situation. 


Curran said Weinfeld and Cohen will not be allowed to display the 
mice or toads involved in the experiments under state law. Both 
students will be allowed to present their data but not be allowed to show 


the animals. 
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The accelerated revaluation, 
which was implemented in order 
to avoid an $11 million budget cut 
under Proposition 2%, has come 
under attack from thousands of 
taxpayers. 

Many taxpayers have charged 
that the revaluation is plagued 
with inconsistencies, discrepan- 
cies and errors. ‘Save our 
Homes,” a revival of a group 
organized to combat revaluation 
in 1975, has implemented an ex- 
tensive campaign to prevent the 
revaluation from being im- 
plemented. 

Under the city timetable sub- 
mitted to the state Department of 
Revenue, the entire revaluation 
project was slated for completion 
by Jan. 1. The city must still 
receive certification of commer- 
cial values and final certification 
from the state agency before tax 
bills can be mailed to 
homeowners.

They are laughing 
in the public’s face 


The Newton School Committee 
deadlocked 4-4 voting for a new 
superintendent of schools last week. 

It was a tough position to be in, since 
there are two qualified candidates and no 
clear majority favoring either one. The 
problem was compounded when word 
came in during the meeting that one of the 
candidates had just won approval for the 
superintendency of the Lexington schools. 

So rather than abide by the state’s Open 
Meeting Law to hold a closed ‘‘executive 
session’’ to iron out differences, the School 
Committee simply split into two groups, 
four members each, to meet behind closed 
doors. 

The argument in doing this was that 
since neither group of four constituted a 
quorum, the committee did not even fall 
under the Open Meeting Law. 

Some at the meeting said afterward 
anything which could be said between 
School Committee members had already 
been said in public during the lengthy 
search and interview process. 

The only problem is that the two groups 
met for four hours behind closed doors, 
raising questions about what they possibly 
could have discussed that had not already 
been hashed out in public. 

The two tidy little discussion groups may 
not have been strictly illegal under the law 
but calling private meetings - without a 
vote, without a reason being stated for the 
record - was a calculated circumvention of 
the spirit and intent of the seven-year-old 
Open Meeting Law. 

Under the law the committee could vote 
to go into executive session to discuss such 
things as “‘the reputation and character”’ 
of the two finalists. In doing that, a motion 
would have to be taken from the commit- 
tee, a roll call vote recorded and an indica- 
tion made whether or not the committee 
would meet again in open session. 

It would have been as simple as that. In- 
stead, the committee chose, by some hazy 
consensus, to split into two groups, with no 
quorum in either, to meet in private.

The public has a right to know 
the concerns committee members may 
have about the candidates, the process of 
selection and even how committee 
members interact when such differences 
of opinion exist. To bend the rules and 
close the doors on the public is shaky at 
best and bordering on irresponsible.

‘Extremely angry’ with 
use of ‘spurious’ stats 


To the editor; 

As someone who has tried to be reasonable and moderate on revalua- 
tion despite the outrageous errors in the original Finnegan 
reassessments, I am extremely angry at the repeated use by Mr. 
Robert Finnegan of spurious statistics to defend his company’s work. 

He states that only a miniscule fraction of those who sought hearings 
claimed more than a 10% error in their values were derived. In the nar- 
rowest technical sense, these statements may be true, but they ignore 
the painful realities of the process. 

The standards of proof that he cites are beyond the knowledge or 
capacities of most homeowners at this stage. Mr. Finnegan's policy on 
what ‘‘proof’’ would be accepted at the hearings was unclear at bes' 
Aldermen, Assessors, and his staff seemed to give different answer: 
different times on this subject. One can only hope that Mr. Finnegan's 
recent public statement that all comments will be given full considera- 
tion in reviews of values is still operative. 

Mr. Finnegan seems to imply that several thousand people went to 
the inconvenience and expense of the hearing proc just out of idle 
curiosity. The throng of angry people at Roberts Center would dispute 
his implication. The mild questions about how the value was obtained 
were in many cases angry and astonished demands for facts that could 
possibly justify ludicrously high values. 

These requests for information probably turned up proof of errors in 
the description of homes, invalid comparable sales, or comparable 
sales that didn’t prove the assigned value until they had been adjusted 
by an astronomical inflation factor that bore very little similarity to the 
.Teality of the housing market in Newton. 

Mr. Finnegan should make no further public statements except in 
“response to questions from public officials and the press. He should 
concentrate on fixing the errors in his first values. And b 
hide behind the certification of the Department of Revenue. 

It has become painfully apparent that the department may have the 
legal power to certify values but the standards it uses have precious lit- 
tle to do with the true values of several thousand people’s homes.

Deadlock on super vote;

NEWTON The School Committee was 


unable to break its deadlocked 4-4 vote over 
the two finalists for superintendent ‘Thursday 
night despite over six hours of negotiations, in 
cluding four hours behind closed doors 

In a possible violation of the Open Meeting 
Law, the committee broke into two groups of 
four around 9 p.m. to attempt to reach a com- 
promise, When they reconvened at 1 a.m., no 
one from either side had budged and Chairper- 
son Nancy Mann advised the committee to 
pursue contract iss and ‘‘time schedules" 
with the two candidates 

Both finalists — Dr, Percy Clark, Jr., and Dr. 
John Strand — have other offers coming in and 
even as the committee was meeting behind 
closed doors, the news came in that the Lex- 
ington School Committee had just voted 
appoint Clark as superintendent. 

Charges of racial discrimination erupted 
recently when Lexington passed over Clark, 
their second choice, who is black, after their 
first choice was dropped. Lexington resur- 
rected a third candidate. That third Lexington 
candidate was Newton Centre resident Geof- 
frey Pierson, now Lexington’s acting assistant 
superintendent. 

Mann appointed a_ three-member sub- 
committee of herself, James Mnookin and 
Robert Ricles to broach contract issues with 
the two finalists and report back to the com- 
mittee on Monday, April 26. 

Chairperson Mann said contract negotia- 
tions with the two candidates may produce 
something that may change some committee 
member's mind. 

“We have to try to find a way out of it,”” 
said. 

When asked about the influence of Clark's 
approval in Lexington on the Newton School 
Committee’s decision, Mann said, ‘I mean if 
we plan to let Lexington make our decision for 
us, we knew that tonight at 9 p.m. (about the 
vote for Clark),

Closed doors raise questions 


NEWTON — In an apparent violation of the 
state’s Open Meeting Law, the School Commit- 
tee held four-hour “‘twin”’ closed-door sessions 
Thursday night to try to resolve a deadlocked 
vote on the choice for superintendent. 

When questioned, Chairperson Nancy Mann 
said the two simultaneously held sessions of 
four members each were legal because it 
takes five members of the School Committee 
to constitute a quorum. Mann justified ex- 
cluding the public because the committee was 
trying ‘‘to break the impasse”’ over the selec- 
tion of either Dr, Percy Clark, Jr., or Dr, John 
Strand.

He continued in college, writing 
poetry and short stories. However, it was not until he was 44 that his 
first novel was published.

60 couplescelebrate Jewish marriage 


NEWTON — Sixty Russian Jewish couples 
will formally celebrate their Jewish mar- 
riages on Lag B'Omer at Mishkan Tefila on 
May ll. The couples were all married in civil 
ceremonies in the Soviet Union but never had 
an opportunity to stand under a huppah 
(canopy), recite the proper Jewish marriage 
formula, and receive a ketuba (Jewish con 
tract) before appropriate Jewish witnesses. 
Many of the Russian Jews have never seen a 
Jewish ceremony let alone participated in one. 

Lag B’Omer was chosen as the most ap- 
propriate date for the ceremony because of the 
obvious religious and political overtones of 
this historical date on the Jewish calendar 
Lag B'Omer, the thirty-third day after 
Passover, 17 days before Shavuot, celebrates a 
day of respite for Jews during the days of 
Roman persecutions in the time of Rabbi 
Akiba, approximately 135 or the Common I 

Throughout Jewish History, this date is one 
of the few spring days appropriate or per- 
missable for wedding receptions. Russian 
Jews, spiritually deprived in the Soviet Union, 
will now publicly embrace their Judaism as a 
sign of their new freedoms in the United 
States

GOP hosts Heckler 
at 22nd annual fete

NEWTON- ‘Republicans are not wrong to celebrate on tax night and 
we have tried to reduce the tax burden,"’ Congresswoman Margaret 
Heckler told more than 200 members of the GOP at the 22nd annual Lin- 
coln Day Dinner las hursday. 

The dinner, in American Legion Post 440, was sponsored by the 
Newton Republican Club in cooperation with the Republican Women of 
Newton and the Republican City Committee to honor Congresswoman 
Heckler, Also appearing with Heckler as guest speaker was John S. 
Herrington, Assistant Secretary of the U.S, Navy and former White 
House aide to President Reagan, 

Heckler said, ‘The tax burden has caused Americans to rise and 
revolt and with all the problems we have today, (and I won't minimize 
them) we have to remember that Carternomics did not work. That's 
how this all began."’ 

Claiming there is an honest search for a new approach, Heckler 
stressed that Republicans are on the receiving end of media coverage 
which, st d, tends to deal with problems, rather than successes. 

“In Congress," said Heckler, ‘We have to look to our presidency with 
respect and with the media focusing on America, we have to see that 
we were in far worse hands just one year ago."” 

Strongly opposing the bill for tax deductions for members of Con- 
ar she has filed a bill to discharge the petition. The bill was initially 
designed to help miners suffering from black lung disease and ac- 
cording to Heckler, the tax deductions were added into this, “I call this 
act a backroom tactic,” said Heckler. 

Giving praise to President Reagan for making forward strides to the 
country, Heckler says she is proud to be a Republican in Congress.

$55.6 million. Herrington claimed that in 1962, President John F. Ken- 

/ spent 44 percent of the entire national budget on defense, where 
Reagan is spending 29 percent.

The governor noted in his brief remarks, ‘‘The contributions Joe has 
made to human services and elderly affairs has not been only to his 
own district, but to the entire Commonwealth.” 

The governor said he and the secretary of transportation are going to 
run the M.B.T.A., not the ‘wildcat union.” 

DeNucci noted he is very close to the governor and feels King is doing 
a great job. “I think it is intolerable to create a situation today (the 
wildcat strike’) without any official union sanction,’ said DeNucci.

praying and waiting for devine intervention, ‘‘we (Kahil B’raira) take 
responsibility for our own life.’"’ 

Stybel said the “congregation is designed to appeal to the secular 
Jew’ whose identity with the culture is strong, but feels uncomfortable 
with the notion of a supernatural being. 

“We think there are a lot of Jews that only go to services once a year 
out of a sense of guilt rather than obligation,” said Jim Kates. 

The 36-page Holocaust service, which included readings from the bi- 
ble, verses of Jewish poets, and Anne Frank's diary, was created by 
Frederic March with the help of Newton residents Sam Fogel and Bill 
Dain. 

Stybel’s father turned away from religion after losing the bulk of his 
family in the holocaust. As a youngster growing up in Manhatten, 
Stybel attended religious services which were given in German and in 
Hebrew. 

“T couldn't relate,’ said Stybel of his early Judaic education. 
However , while in Vietnam, Stybel in his discussions with an army 











s wife of eight years, Maryanne, was raised in an Irish Catholic 
home and later converted to reform Judaism. 

“Tt gives us a group of people with whom to celebrate Jewish life,” 
she said of Kahal B’raira. Many of the couples involved with the group 
have had mixed marraiges. 

“If you want to understand Judaism, you have to study the Talmud,” 
said Stybel of conventional Judaism. ‘‘We (Kahal B’raira) say the Bi- 
ble is a very important piece of literature, but so is Sigmund Freud, 
Karl Marx, and Alfred Einstein.”

Mann blasts three 
‘obstructionists’

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore Mann charg- 
ed last week that three aldermen are harass- 
ing his administration by constantly proposing 

specious” resolutions. 

Mann charged that Aldermen Richard 
McGrath, Bruce Carmichael and Joseph 
DePasquale are requesting studies and pro- 
posing resolutions that are designed as 
‘harassment’ and not a genuine interest in 
dealing with the “true problems of the city.” 
The resolutions are non-binding. 

The three aldermen have often been vocal 
crities of the administration. He said his open 
door policy and ‘‘cordiality” has been rebuffed 
by the three. The chief executive said they “tie 
up” city business with “petty political stuff.” 

He also maintained that the aldermen were 
“exacerbating’’ the problems faced by 
wton residents. Mann made the charges at 
sity Hall press conference. 

He particularly criticed McGrath, referring 
to the veteran aldermen’s constant criticism 
of the administration as the ‘shot of the 
week.” 

“Cooperation doesn’t mean abdication,” 
asserted Mann. “All I’m saying is there is a 
resolution of the week. Th re epistles that 
come with charming frequency 

The three aldermen have been vocal critics 
of revaluation and the Manet Road Fire Sta- 
tion closing. Mann particularly cited the three 
aldermen’s criticism of the illegal dumping of 
dead dog carcasses at the Rumford Avenue 
dump site. 

He said the aldermen’s actions have been 
“counterproductive to the ‘‘energies’’ of the 
remaining aldermen. 

Mann is also apparently disturbed by a 
McGrath resolution, approved 15 to 3 by 
aldermen, requesting the restoration of 
$300,000 budget funding to keep the Manet 
Road station open. McGrath also proposed a 
resolution that an extensive study on the clos- 
ing be conducted that was approved by 
aldermen. 

Jarmichael recently initiated a resolution 
approved by the board requesting that Mann 
send a letter to the Nonantum Christmas Par- 
ty Association in an attempt to end a dispute 
that has resulted in competing Memorial Day

The three aldermen denied that the resolu-, 
tions and actions were politically motivated 

Carmichael, citing the attack as ‘‘unprovok-, 
ed,”’ stressed that resolutions are acted on by, 
the full 24-member legislative body. ‘I don't 
know what he’s talking about,” he said. ‘I am 
doing my job as an aldermen when I ask for a 
resolution.” 

Carmichael criticized Mann for offering an 
“olive branch’’ only to those aldermen that 
always agree with him. ‘He doesn’t want 
aldermen that have different opinions than 
his,” said Carmichael of Mann. “He wants to 
see a legislative body that rubber stamps.” 

Carmichael maintained that what he called 
“the Mann monarchy” would often rather han- 
dle disputes behind closed doors. ‘There is no 
place for city business but out in the open,” he 
added. 

McGrath, who recently charged Mann with 
unlawfully altering a board order on the con- 
tract with the company conducting revalua- 
tion, called Mann’s criticism a “personal reac- 
tion.” 

McGrath, who denied that he is preparing a 
run for mayor, defended his criticism as 
legitimate legislative concerns. 

“The day that becomes specious is the day 
democracy ceases to operate in Newton,” he 
said. ‘I do not find it counter-productive to be 
loyal opposition or have constructive criticism 
especially where I find myself more informed 
as a part-time legislator than he (Mann) is as 
a full time executive.” 

DePasquale was shocked and surprised by 
the blast fired by Mann. In a prepared state- 
ment, DePasquale strongly lashed out at 
Mann. 

DePasquale called Mann an “insensitive 
and paranoid” administrator ‘‘who is slowly 
ruining the quality of life in the city.”” The 
chairman of the Public Safety Committee 
cited Mann's recommendation to close the 
Manet Road fire station and the elimination of 
the Fire Department operated ambulance ser- 
vice. He also criticized Mann’s handling of 
revaluation. 

He added: “It is unfortunate that he (Mann) 
considers people with opposing views or dif- 
ferent thoughts as politically motivated or 
obstructionists.”’

Mayoral aide defends 
planned police budget

NEWTON — Under fire from aldermen, a key mayoral aide Thurs- 
day night defended a proposed police department FY 1983 budget that 
would eliminate a captain's position, reducing the force by one to a 
complement of 203. 

In a heated meeting with the Aldermanic Public Safety Committee, 
Deputy Mayor James Hickey said the budget reflected the ‘‘best judge- 
ment” of the administration, noting the police budget has been cut by 
less than one percent. 

Hickey admitted that an ordinance change is needed before the cut 
could be implemented, The city charter requires six captains in the 
department. The cut will reduce the number to five 

He said Mayor Theodore D. Mann is planning to request an ordinance 
change within the next several weeks to pave the way for the elimina- 
tion of the position which is funded at $31,128. 

Several aldermen charged that the administration was being less 
than forward in an attempt to trap the legislative body into accepting 
the cut. A bitter shouting match ensued, with charges and counter- 
charges. 

Hickey said if the ordinance change was denied by aldermen, the ad- 
ministration would comply. However, he refused to rule out the 
possibility that cuts would be made elsewhere in the police department 
budget if that occurred. 

An angry Alderman Richard Bullwinkle charged that the budget 
document was a violation of the ordinance. A stern Hickey, however, 
contended that there is no violation of the ordinance unless the budget 
is implemented without an ordinance change July 1.

Cong. Frank aims at 
rental housing crisis 


NEWTON — Congressmen Barney Frank, D-Mass., and Silvio O. Con- 
te, R-Mass., last week led a bi-partisan effort to persuade HUD 
Secretary Sarnue! R. Pierce to take steps immediately to deal with the 
serious backlog of critically needed rental housing units which are 
waiting to go into construction 

Pierce was urged to make changes in the so-called Financing Adjust- 
ment Factor regulations. The FAF regulations, originally issued last 
summer, allow for adjustments to fair market rents in newly con- 
structed or substantially rehabilitated Section 8 housing when extraor- 
dinarily high interest rates make these projects financially infeasible 
without additional assistance. 

However, the existing regulations limit adjustments to interest rates 
to no higher than 12 percent in the tax-exempt bond market and they re- 
quire a June 1, 1982 construction start 

In a letter to Pierce drafted by Frank, Conte and Rep. Jerry Patter- 
son, D-Calif., and signed by nearly 40 other House members, the 
lawmakers asked Pic extend the construction start deadline to 
L limitation to 14 per 
centt 

If the I 4 nd extended, we fear that 
a number of very much needed and worthwhile projects already in the 
pipeline will be lost,’’ the letter said. The letter added that HUD itself 
had determined last summer that the procedure “was urgently need- 
ed,"’ 

Terming the 12 percent limitation ‘unr ealistically low,’ the 
lawmakers wrote that a 14 percent limitation would ‘much more 
realistically reflect current interest rate conditions.’

He d last year's used car sales in 
the United States exceeded 10 million 
vehicles 

For several 
said, new car dealers have been urging 
their customers to try to sell the old car 
themselves instead of trading it in on the 
new car. The new car dealer 
want to tie up money, on which he must 
pay high interest, on the trade-in car if 
he can avoid it 

Sixty percent of the used cars sold in 
this country are not trade-ins, Cumm 
ings said 

I think people who sell their cars 
themselves, whether or not they are buy 
ing a new car at the same time, ought to 
be able to get as much for the;

higher on the average, By setting up a 
network of 3,000 to 5,000 quality franchis 
ed used car dealers across the country in 
the next five years we will close that 
gap.”

The franchised dealers 
will provide their facilities and 
working capital and obtain warranty 
and consumer sales financing and ser 
vicing facilities from regular channel 
third parties 

These franchised used-car sellers will 
take other used cars as trade-ins just as 
is done now 

Next to the Triex national image, 
Cummings said, the big advantage of the 
franchise to the dealer is that people will 
be inclined to place their cars with him 
for sale on commission and he will not 
have to tie up money buying cars at used 
car auctions in order to maintain suffi 
cient stock to attract customers 

Cummings expects new car dealers to 
purchase his franchises for the same 
reasons as used car dealers and because 
the National Association of Automobile 
Dealers has calculated that, in 1981, the 
average new car dealer was dependent 
on used cars for nearly two-thirds of his 
yross profit 

Cummings said Triex will open this 
spring with 40 franchised dealers in the 
greater Los Angeles area and expand in 
Texas, Illinois and Ohio later in the year.

Japan aims for ‘flying’ trains 


MIYAZAKI, Japan The Je 
have this crazy idea that trains should 
fly like airplanes, and their space-age 
engineers have built one that cruises at 
312 miles per hour. 

Now there nuch head scratching at 
the Japan National Railways over what 
to do with their brainchild. 

The two MLs which stands for 
maglev, meaning magnetically levitated 
linear motor propelled trains have 
successfully completed two s os of 
development at this southern Japan test 
facility on the island of Kyushu, Plans 
now call for the building and testing of 
three vehicles later this year. 

The maglevs sail through the air at a 
fixed height of about four inches above 
the magnetized roadbed, and would 
make the 311l-mile run between Tokyo 
and Osaka in about an hour. 

“Our aim,” said a JNR spokesman, 
“is to take people out of airplanes and 
put them back on trains 

JNK did a pretty good transplant job a 
few years ago when they introduced the 
130 mph shinkansen (bullet trains) 
which today hustle thousands of 
passengers between Tokyo and Japan's 
major southern cities often faster than 
planes 

‘But the shinkansen are becoming too 
congested and too slow,” complained the 
spokesman. ‘That's why we are 
developing the magle ff 

To the pampered Japanese train 
riders the other attractive features of 
the maglevs are that they are quieter, 
more comfortable and consume less 
energy than the present rail system, 80 
percent of which is electrified,

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Sabatier blasts judge’s attitude in case Associated Industries 
host governor April 22

NEWTON Charles Sabatier may have settl 
ed his dispute in court last week with Delta 
Airlines but differences apparently lingered 
between himself and the judge involved in the 
unprecedented case 

‘It’s a hell of a situation that he (the judge) 
thinks he went to the greatest pains to come to 
this court,’’ remarked following 
dismissal of disorderly conduct charges 
against him in Newton District Court 
Sabatier, who uses a wheelchair, had to be 
tried in Newton because the building has han 
dicapped ramps. During the brief trial, Judge 
Robert Stanziani said the court ‘‘extended”’ 
itself to accommodate Sabatier because of his 
disability 

In the case Sabatier won a victory for other 
disabled people in that Delta Airlines changed 
a seating policy for disabled passengers 
Physically handicapped passengers will no 
longer be forced to sit on blanke policy us 
ed by Delta in case the person had to be car 
ried off the plane during an emergency. Delta 
and Sabatier came to the agreement and both 
parties dropped their complaints 

However, after the dismissal of the case 
Stanziani charged that Sabatier, an advocate 
of handicapped rights, used the courts as a 
forum for his views, using it to ‘‘dignify his 
complaints.’* 

Sabatier, 36, of Auburndale, was 
March 17 after he boarded a Delta Airlines 
plane headed for Miami. Sabatier, who has us: 
ed a wheelchair since 1968 when he was in 
jured in Vietnam, refused to sit on a blanket 
Delta uses the ‘‘blanket policy” for evacuating 
nonambulatory persons in the event of a crash 
Sabatier was scheduled to address the United 
States Conference of Mayors. The flight atten- 
dent asked Sabatier to place the blanket under 
him, he refused and was arrested by state 
polic

claimed the so-called blanket policy was not a 
law and was a ‘demeaning, insensitive and 
humiliating practice that discriminates 
against physically handicapped individua 

Sabatier pleaded innocent to the charg, 
was arraigned outside East Boston District 
Court because he did not want to be carried in- 
to the court room. The case was heard in the 
Newton court because of its ac ibility. 

The trial ended after 30 minutes following a 
brief appearance by State Police Sargeant 
Carmen Tammaro, who arrested Sabatier. 
Assistant Suffolk County District Attorney 
Peter Grabler and Sabatier’s attorney Jam: 
Sultan requested the dismissal. Stanziani 
dismissed the ¢ provided that Sabatier 
agreed to dismiss his complaint, which he did. 

Sabatier’s attorney came to the agreement 
with Delta last Tuesday. Under the agree- 
ment, Sabatier will be paid by Delta $2,500 and 
the company will change its blanket policy, 
making it an option rather than a requirment 
for handicapped passengers. In turn, Sabatier 
must sign a statement promising never to sue 
Delta over the incident. 

Sabatier considers the policy change a vic- 
tory for the handicapped. “I don’t know one 
(handicapped) person who would choose to be 
humiliated,”’ he said. Sabatier said he “‘polite-| 
ly”’ refused place a blanket under him during! 
the March 17 incident. According to Sabatier,| 
a flight attendent caused the disruption by 
raising her voice so that he felt humiliated in 
the presence of other passengers. ‘I should 
have been the one to call the state police,” 

rked Sabatier, whose wife, Peg Grif- 
attended the trial with him.

ried off on a blanket in the event of a plane 
crash. However, he said handicapped people 
should not be forced to sit on a blanket 
througout the flight.He added that the option 
should be presented to disabled people in a 
discreet manner. 

“He accomplished something very impor: 
tant for handicapped people,” said Sabatier’s 
attorney. “As one individual, he got a major 
sirline to back down. He should be a source of 
inspiration to other people,” Sultan said 

“This case was built up by the defendent,”’ 
said Stanziani, pointing to Sabatier’s arraign- 
ment on the footsteps outside East Boston 
District Court and his refusal to be carried into 
the building. Stanziani also said Delta Airlines 
“extended all accommodations that were 
reasonable and proper.’’ The judge also said 
‘Delta was doing something for the safety of 


its passenger.” 

To Stanziani’s remarks that Sabatier “is 
subject to the laws’ and ‘‘must obey the 
laws,” Sabatier responded that the blanket 
policy is not a law. 

Several physically disabled people who at- 
tended the trial agreed wholeheartedly with 
Sabatier’s position. Robert Byron was one per- 
son who was pleased with the outcome of the 
case. “The exact same thing happened to me 
on an Amtrack,’’ said Byron, of Marshfield 
He attended yesterday's trial as ‘‘moral sup- 
port for him (Sabatier).” Byron is currently 
lobbying for handicapped parking in his town 

“I think all the disabled community will 
back him 100%,’’ said Robert Alexander, 47, of 
Cambridge. Alexander said any disabled per- 
son who opposed Sabatier’s stand was 
“definitely handicapped.” 


Proposed library budget ‘rock bottom’

NEWTON ‘he aldermanic Human Ser- 
vices Committee last week gave initial ap- 
proval to a proposed $1.1 million library 
department budget eliminating three youth 
pages who stock shelves and reducing hours of 
several employees 

Dorothy Reichard, chairman of the Board of 
Library trustees, called the budget “rock bot- 
tom”’ funding for the system 

“The library has been hit overall harder 
than most department agreed Library 
Trustee Lyman Zie. “It’s taken a bad licking 
in comparison to the schools.” 

The committee approved the budget by a5 to 
1 vote. Alderman Cynthia Creem was the sole 
opponent, citing the lack of documentation in 
the budget of the Oak Hill branch closing. The 
Library Board of Trustees voted to close the 
branch last December. 

Library Director Virginia Tashjian pointed 
out that the system was forced to eliminate 
nearly 50 positions over the last six years. 

The proposed $1,146,415 fiscal year 1983) 
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library budget is a $44,783 cut from last year’s 
budget. The budget includes a $3,506 cut in full- 
time salaries achieved by reducing hours of 
two employees and a $10,512 cut eliminating 
three pages. 

Tas aid that the cuts come with more 
people visiting the library becaue of the tight 
economy, For example, she noted that many 
residents come to the library to read 
newspapers there, rather than purchase them. 

As a result of a lack of space and furniture, 
Tashjian said the system has been forced to 
set up bridge tables for library visitors in the 
main branch on Sundays. 

“We haven't had any money at all for 
typewrit chairs, tables, desks and meter 
printers,” she also noted. 

The system has also been forced to 
significantly reduce the purchase of new books 
for the last decade. The $140,000 funding of new 
books for the system has been “‘level’’ funded 
for at least the last five years.

NEWTON — Amid often bitter confrontation, the School Committee 
Monday night appointed Dr. John Strand as the next superintendent of 
the Newton schools over finalist Dr. Percy Clark, Jr. 

Although the vote was unanimous, the committee remained 
deadlocked Monday night until members from Wards 14 (beginning 
with Chairperson Nancy Mann) decided to change their earlier vote 
and support a motion nominating Strand. 

Strand, who is currently superintendent of the Pelham, N.Y. schools 
at a salary of $54, 500, and Clark had been the two finalists for the posi- 
tion for about three weeks. The two men emerged as the finalists from 
a pool of over 110 applicants and seven semi-finalists for the job which 
Superintendent Aaron Fink will leave at the end of the school year after 
13 years. 

Mann was the first Clark supporter to tip the scales in Strand’s favor 
when she said, ‘‘I plan to support.this motion. I must say that I think 
Lexington is going to be very lucky.

But when Chaulk Ambulance came under contract with the city 
last August, Tommy started spending several afternoons a week 
with the emergency medical technicians (EMTs) and paramedics. 
So now rescuers call Tommy the ‘‘Chaulk Mascot."’ 

When classes get out at Warren Junior High School, the energetic 
youngster dashes over to Chaulk’s Upper Falls headquarters or its 
Rescue 2 station in West Newton 

“I wanted to see if I could learn something,"’ says Tommy. ‘I do 
learn things - like where equipment is stored and how to use some 
equipment," he says. 

One EMT calls the late afternoon hours *‘Tommy Time."’ But 
sometimes Tommy stays late and helps out if Chaulk is holding 
Spec ial programs, such as first aid or CPR classes for residents.

DA blasts last meeting 


NEWTON — Middlesex County District Attorney John Droney called 
the School Committeee’s ‘‘twin’’ closed sessions held recently on the 
superintendent search ‘‘a sham aimed at avoiding” the state’s Open 
Meeting Law. 

Droney, responding to a complaint filed by The Newton Graphic, said 
the divisions of the eight-member committee into groups of four during 
a recent meeting to discuss qualifications of two superintendent 
finalists, and ‘‘shuffling’’ of members during the private sessions was a 
“misuse of the quorum requirement” of the law. 

Droney also said that if a decision had been reached on a candidate 
during the meeting of April 15, the district attorney’s office might have 
viewed the move as invalid. 

School Committee Chairperson Nancy Mann said at Monday’s 
meeting that she had not realized the illegality of the sessions and she 
said the committee ‘‘won’t do it again.” 

The 1975 Open Meeting Law states that all meetings of a governmen- 
tal body must be open to the public except under limited cir- 
cumstances. Closed or executive sessions can be held only to discuss 
the reputation, character, physical condition or mental health and not

“You're apt to be at the scene of an emergency moments before 
rescuers get there,’’ Bruce Baxter, Chaulk’s senior paramedic told 
the soon-to-be Guardian Angels. 

The Guardian Angels, a national organization of volunteer 
crimefighters, patrol high crime areas in the nation’s larger cities, 
including Boston, 

Baxter and several Chaulk emergency medical technicians 
(EMTs) trained the group of 11 men and women in emergency first 
aid. Members of the group, many of whom are in their late teens, 
have already received 242 months of guardian angel training. The 
program includes ‘‘a lot of pushups’ and cardio-pulminary 
resuscitation (CPR). 

Chaulk rescuers taught the group how to care for someone during 
a medical emergency. They concentrated on some basic life-saving 
proceedures such as keeping airway passages open, controlling 
bleeding and dealing with shock. 

Baxter told them that during an emergency it would be only a mat- 
ter of minutes before trained help arrived, yet the first few moments 
are vital. He noted it is important that Guardian Angels know 
emergency first aid because they're likely be at the scene before 
anyone else. 

“You're so mobile that your chances of getting to an emergency 
first are 100% greater than mine because I’m sitting in a building 
while you're out walking the streets,’’ Baxter told the group. 

Following a brief lecture in human anatomy, the group broke into 
smaller groups where they were instructed in bandaging, controll- 
ing bleeding, determining what happened to the patient and how to 
treat a patient while waiting for medical help. 

“Just be their friend. That can do a lot of good,’ said Baxter, who 
stressed that maintaining composure and keeping a patient calm is 
extremely important 

West Roxbury resident Elaine Bell, 30, said she was pleased with 
the training she received and is optimistic about her upcoming role 
as a Guardian Angel. Bell, a hairdresser, said she decided to join the 
angels ‘for racial harmony and to help with fighting crime.” 

Watertown resident Danny Diaz, 17, also said he joined the 
crimefighting group to help deter crime

NEWTON The city Retirement Board granted 14 disability pen- 
sions since January 1981 including three to municipal employees under 
the age of 36 with back injuries disputed by one of three examining 
physicians. 

Retirement Board Chairman Ernest Angevine said back injuries are 
the toughest to disprove. ‘That's a joke,’’ he said of back injuries. 
“Anybody can claim a low back injury and we can’t disprove it.”’ 

“It is the one thing that can be faked easiest of all,’’ he said. 
Angevine, however, ssed that he was not aware of any abuses in 
Newton. 

City Comptroller and Retirement Board member Lawrence Marino 
contended the three-member board is ‘‘pretty tough’’ on employees re- 
questing disability pensions. 

When asked if he believed Newton was free from disability pension 
abuses, Marino said: ‘I'd like to think so, but I would not guarantee it. 
There are some people who are trying to get away with murder.” 

The disability cases approved here since January 1981 include: 

*a $15,882 annual pension for police officer James Scalzi at age 36. 
Scalzi, a 10-year city employee, reportedly injured his back on duty in 
September 1974 when he caught a little girl who jumped out of a second 
floor window during a fire. The board voted 2 to 0 for the pension on 
Jan. 26, 1982 with one member absent. 

*a $9,973 pension for Department of Public Works (DPW) employee 
Bruce Gayzagian at 33. Gayzagian, a 15-year city employee, injured his 
back while attempting to lift a boulder while on the job. The board 
voted 2 to 1 for the pension on Oct. 29, 1981. Angevine opposed the pen- 
sion. 

¢ a $12,872 pension for DPW employee John Calderone, a 19-year 
employee, at age 47 with a back injury. The board unanimously voted 
for the pension on March 27, 1981. 

* a $10,036 annual pension for DPW employee William Divola, an 11- 
year employee, at age 61. Divola fell off a ladder and suffered a knee in- 
jury. The pension was granted by a vote of 2 to 0 with one member ab- 
sent on March 27, 1981. 

*a $14,306 annual pension for police officer Marie Morello at age 32. 
Morello, a five-year employee, reportedly injured her back carrying a 
stretcher. Her pension was initially rejected by the board (2 to 1 vote),

$500,000 income 
lost for tardiness 


NEWTON — The city will lose up to $500,000 in revenue because of 
the delay in mailing of property tax bills, according to City Treasurer 
Theodore Scafidi. 

As a result of the property tax bill delay and “insufficient” cash for 
the treasurer to meet city payroll and other expenses beginning next 
week, the Board of Aldermen Monday night unanimously authorized a 
$10 million loan. Scafidi must issue ‘‘tax anticipation notes” to borrow 
the funds. 

The borrowed funds will prevent what could have been payless 
paydays for municipal employees beginning the second week of May. 

The $10 million loan brings the total borrowed by the treasurer to $15 
million. Scafidi said he will borrow the last $5 million only if it is need- 
ed. 

“This is probably costing us between $300,000 to $500,000," Scafidi 
said of the delay in mailing out tax bills. ‘My investment procedures 
would have changed as far back as a month ago."” 

The property tax bills were originally scheduled to be mailed on April 
1, but were delayed and set to be mailed by May 1. The Board of 
Assessors has recently targeted May 15 for mailing of the bills. 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer told aldermen that city mailed out 
new commercial assessments Friday. He said changes in assessments 
for an estimated 2,500 homeowners who challenged the new values will 
be mailed this week, along with increases for about 250, 

He said the tax bills can not be mailed until the city has received final 
state approval on the changes in both commercial and residential 
assessments. Informal hearings between commercial property owners 
and the firm that conducted revaluation, Finnegan Associates of Acton, 
are scheduled to begin today 

He said the board of assessors will submit a classification plan to 
aldermen by the end of next week. According to Palmer, the plan will 
tax commercial, industrial and persona! properties, the maximum 
allowed under state law — 150 percent. 

Alderman Robert Tennant, meanwhile, said that the classification of 
business at 150 percent is unfair and may force smaller businesses out 
of the city. Tennant maintained that the majority of a $3.5 million shift 
from commercial to residential properties will result in savings only 
for the major utilities. ‘It is discrimination against business,"’ asserted 
Tennant. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, one of the most vocal critics of the 
revaluation, blamed the delays on Finnegan Associates. McGrath said 
that he will move to enforce a contract with Finnegan that could force 
the company to pick up the estimated $300,000 to $500,000 the city will 
lose. The contract with Finnegan requires the company to reimburse 
the city under a bond because of any delays caused by the firm 

However, Robert Finnegan, president of the company, has maintain- 
ed the delays were caused by additiona! uncontrollable requests from 
the state Department of Revenue 

Chairman of the Aldermanic Revaluation Subcommittee Paul Coletti 
said: ‘You can't assess the blame for the delay directly to Finnegan 
versus what is related to the Department of Revenue, the executive 
department and the board of alderman. We all share the responsibili- 
ty.”

Critics claim ‘chicken’ by school board

NEWTON — Supporters of Dr. Percy Clark, Jr., lashed out at Clark 
opponents on the School Committee for “playing a game of chicken” or 
“hardball’’ through their silence and apparent unwillingness to enter 
into debate Monday night over the two superintendent final 

When the 4-4 vote appeared cast in stone as the result of a vote on a 
motion supporting Clark, some Clark supporters on the committee 
wanted a discussion of what their colleagues thought the next step 
should be. Katherine Jones and Leonard Gentile broached the idea of 
whether Clark opponents were then in favor of naming an acting 
superintendent. * 

When discussion still did not open up, Susan Silbey said harshly, ‘I 
find it extraordinary that none of you have anything to say.” 

All four Clark supporters presented detailed prepared statements on 
their reasons for supporting Clark after a motion was made by Gentile 
to make Clark the next superintendent. Ward 5-8 members did not 
make any comments 

Silbey emphasized that she wanted to restate her reasons for wanting 
Clark ‘‘to those who would listen.”’

the professional competence of individuals. 

The School Committee was to have voted for a superintendent at 
their last meeting on April 15, but found themselves deadlocked 4-4 in 
an open session vote on the two finalists for the superintendent's job. 
Chairperson Nancy Mann announced during a recess of that meeting 
the committee would meet in groups of four which would not be open to 
the public. 

No roll call vote, statement of the reason for the executive sessions, 
or other requirements of the law were addressed by the committee 
prior to the sessions. 

Following the four-hour “‘twin’’ sessions, the committee remained 
deadlocked over finalists Dr. Percy Clark, Jr., an assistant superinten- 
dent of instruction for the Shaker Heights, Ohio, schools, and Dr. John 
Strand, superintendent of the Pelham, N.Y., schools. 

Following the closed sessions, several members of the School Com- 
mittee were asked if they thought the sessions were illegal under the 
Open Meeting Law. According to Mann, the law was not broken 
because the two divisions into four did not constitute a quorum. 

Ina letter to Mann, Droney warned, ‘‘Such a ploy cannot successfully 
avoid the application of the law.” 

Several committee members have said there was shuffling of 
members between the two meetings which Droney stressed constitutes 
“a constructive quorum of the committee.” 

“The fairly uncomplicated and apparent legislative intent behind the 
Open Meeting Law is to assure that the public have access to the 
decision-making functions of their elected representatives,’’ Droney 
said. 

“If the public was excluded from any part of the deliberations, which 
lead to the cornmittee’s selection of a new superintendent, then the 
(law) has been violated and the legal validity of that selection is in 
question,” he warned. 

The Open Meeting Law states that any violations may invalidate ac- 
tion taken. 

“Tt was a good faith effort to break a deadlock,” Mann said. 

“T can see that there was a constructive quorum,’ she said. “I gather 
it’s just as well (that the committee did not reach a decision that 
night).”’ 

At Monday's meeting, a vote on the superintendent was reached in 
open session, but a short executive session was held earlier in the 
meeting related to contract negotiations over the lunch program.

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“T wanted to support Dr. Strand,”’ Silbey said. ‘‘But not once ever did 
he talk about the fiscal constraints we face or any innovative action in 
this area,”’ 

Katherine Jones noted that Strand had said in an interview that his 
most difficult situation as superintendent in Pelham had recently been 
the instatement of an in-school lunch program. 

“I vividly remember that in 1969 that problem was resolved in 
Newton,”’ she said pointedly. 

Both sides of the committee were aware that Clark received an offer 
on April 15 for the Lexington schools superintendent position and that 
Dr. John Strand, superintendent of the Pelham, N.Y., schools, was in- 
volved in another process which was not as far along. 

Gentile said he interpreted his colleagues unwillingness for discus- 
sion ‘to mean that we’re playing hardball here.”’ 

“If we walk out of here tonight without having made a decision,’ he 
stressed, ‘‘the chances of you getting Dr. Strand for a superintendent 
are even greater.” 

Silbey said her colleagues were ‘‘in fact playing a game of chicken or 
poker. I mean I don’t hear any discussion.” 

When discussion later opened up somewhat following a motion by 
Robert Ricles to nominate Strand, Ward 5 member Marcia Mitchell 
said she continued to feel that of ‘‘two very fine candidates’, Strand 
represented what the Newton schools need at this time. 

Mitchell also criticized unnamed Clark supporters for ‘‘innuendos.”’ 
“If someone were going to have changed their mind...you have to 
realize that emotion and psychology play a very important role in these 
matters,”’ she said. 

“You can’t treat people this way. You just can’t,”’ Mitchell stressed. 

“T don’t know what you're talking about Marcia,’ Gentile said. “If 
you get intimidated by prepared statements, it’s something I can’t 
understand,” 

A few members of the audience addressed the committee after a 
final vote was taken after 12:15 p.m. 

“I believe we have lost a golden opportunity to show that Newton is 
truly an All-American city,”’ Lillie Jefferson told the committee. 

“Tam extremely dissappointed.” 


Newton professor wins 
grant for cancer study 


NEWTON - Newton resident Susumu Tonegawa, Ph.D., professor of 
Biology, Center for Cancer Research, Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, has been awarded a $161,630 grant from the National Of- 
fice of the American Cancer Society. The Cancer Society is currently 
investing more than $12 million in Massachusetts institutions for 
research. 

Dr. Tonegawa will study how antibody diversity is accomplished. 
The genes for accomplishing this diversity are located in a certain 
chromosome region. This region will be studied in detail using clonging 
and recombinant DNA techniques, as well as DNA sequencing and 
restriction enzyme mapping. One important mechanism for achieving 
the great diversity of antibodies is believed to be the rearrangement of 
genes in cells. 

One of the largest sources of cancer research funds in the United 
States, the Cancer Society awards $51 million to researchers each year- 
-nearly a third of the Society's total budget.

City Hall wants you to know, 
and care, where your kids are

NEWTON — In an effort to better educate parents on the problems of 
teenage drinking, the Mayor’s Crime Prevention Commission has 
given approval for a mass mailing of a letter which calls on area 
parents to act responsibly in the policing of teenage parties. 


The letter will alert parents to the liabilities involved in having par- 
ties, particularly those where liquor is served. It will suggest that an 
adult be present and visable at such teenage gatherings and that 
parents be aware of guest lists so to avoid drifters. 

The letter, which will be first forwarded to Mayor Theodore Mann for 
approval, is expected to be mailed within a month’s time so it is in the 
hands of parents before the high school proms. 


The mailing and concern of the commission coincides with a 
crackdown by police on the sale of alcohol to minors. This past week, 
the city Licensing Board handed down a pair of liquor license suspen- 
sions for the selling of alcohol to minors. 

“We're trying to notify parents there is a drinking problem around,” 
said Jay Moskow, chairman of the 20-member citizens’ commission. 
The letter idea has been introduced in neighboring community schools 
and as recently as March 20, a letter was sent to parents of students at 
the Beaver Country Day School in Chestnut Hill. « 

“We're trying .to educate the parents,’’ said Moscow. ‘‘They really 
don’t know where their kids are and that is part of the problem.” 

Moscow felt that if parents took more interest in where their children 
were going on a weekend night and asked appropriate questions before 
a teenager left the house, there would be less problems. 

Susan Downey of the Alcohol Resource Center for Primary Preven- 
tion, a regional center serving 40 communities in the southwestern 
region of Massachusetts, spoke to the commission and stressed the im- 
portance of getting parent and child together to form party norms. 

The main center of the alcohol prevention resource center is located 
in the basement of the Eliot Church at 474 Centre Street, Newton. 

“We're trying to promote responsible decision making around drink- 
ing,’ noted Downey. 

Downey introduced several innovative alcohol-prevention programs 
to the commission, including a contract that would be signed between 
child and parent guaranteeing that a child would call a parent when he 
was unable to drive home or procure a ride from a sober driver. 


The contract would also guarantee that the parent — at any hour of 
the night — would pick up their child or arrange for a taxi without 
debate or a hassle. 

Weston recently adopted a similar contract arrangement between 
parents and kids. 


“In terms of each commmunity, it’s (the contract option) only going 
to be enforced if the people go along with it,’’ said Downey. 


Downey said her group is urging the development of the contract pro- 
gram in all high schools across the state. 


“If we can mobilize students, it is going to work. Without them we’re 
no where,”’ added Downey. The resource center this week introduced 
the idea of the contract to each of the city’s three high schools and has 
recommended that each school form student-teacher committees to 
tackle the problem of teenage drinking at prom time.

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Curbs on sick leave abuses under study

NEWTON City officials and department heads are investigating 
measures to curb sick leave abuses and excessive absenteeism in 





departments which are sapping the city’s pocketbook and productivity. 

James Hickey, chief administrative aide for Mayor Theodore Mann, 
told aldermen Monday night the administration is currently wrestling 
with the ‘serious’? problem. The key Mann aide, however, ‘had no 
precise estimate on exactly how much the abuses are costing the city. 

“It is very costly,’’ Hickey said. ‘In certain departments, it is costly 
in terms of dollars. It is certainly true in the Fire Department.” 

In'a meeting of the Public Safety Committee, Hickey said the 
absenteeism also ‘‘significantly impacts productivity and the ability to 
get the work done.” 

Hickey noted that some employees build up sick days and use them 
liberally as they get older. Hickey said employees ‘‘may or may not be 
sick.’’ He said many municipal employees take the precise 15 days 
allowed. 

Noting that sick days are not for personal time, Hickey said: ‘‘A lot of 
people lose sight of that and see the 15 days as a matter of right.”’ 

Hickey told aldermen that the Fire Department has showed a more 
“dramatic” increase in sick leave and absenteeism over the last 10 
years than any other department. Hickey said the problem is com- 
parable to that faced by both the Police and Public Works Department.

“Absolutely, there is abuse,’’ Hickey said, cautioning that not z 
municipal employees are misusing sick leave and pers 
“There are a heckuva lot of employees not abusing the 
said. 

Hickey and department heads are meeting Thursday to consider 
measures to combat absenteeism problems. 

The city may consider drawing up a new sick leave policy, according 
to Hickey. The city currently allows municipal employe total of 15 
paid: sick days including two personal days. Employees are also allow- 
ed to use sick days if someone in the family that is sick needs constant 
attention. 

Other measures that are being considered and were mentioned are: 
a sick leave bank, liability insurance, and buyback provisions. 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly, who has come under fire for spiraling 
overtime costs in the department, said he may consider issuing warn-

“Even basic home repair can be a frustrating experience for owners

“A missing piece of moulding, a broken lock, a cracked stained glass 
window - you can’t expect to find replacements in the local hardware 
store,"’ she said.

Avoid the ‘ploy’ 


“Such a ploy cannot successfully avoid 
the application of the law.” 

Middlesex County District Attorney 
John Droney said that in a letter to the 
Newton School Committee last week, 
relating to allegations by The Newton 
Graphic of a serious Open Meeting Law 
violation by the committee. 

The Graphic’s complaint to the district 
attorney came after the committee broke 
into two groups to meet in private at the 
April 15 public meeting after a stalemate 
over voting for a new superintendent. Mon- 
day night the committee voted to offer the 
job to a Pelham, N.Y. school ad- 
ministrator and at that time, Chairperson 
Nancy Mann said the committee had not 
intended to violate the law. But apparently 
it did bend the rules enough to raise 
Droney’s interest. 

The law, which every city official should 
know by heart, is really not that complex. 
As Droney said, ‘‘The fairly un- 
complicated and apparent legislative in- 
tent behind (the law) is to assure that the 
public have access to the decision-making 
functions of their elected represen- 
tatives.”’ 

Statements by Mann and other commit- 
tee members indicate they knew enough 
about the law to know how to circumvent 
it. Mann said later the closed-door 
meetings were ‘‘a good faith” effort to 
break the deadlock in voting. We do not 
doubt the hard work involved in the selec- 
tion process or the “‘good faith’? but any 
vow by a School Committee member that 
such tactics will not be used again should, 
perhaps, be carved in stone.

Cohen disagrees with editorial 


To the editor; 

I read with interest your recent editorial about 
the legislation I had filed to curb acts of violence 
motivated by racial or religous bigotry. 

Your editorial concludes that, since such acts 
of violence are illegal under general vandalism 
and assault statutes already on the books, the 
proposed law is unnecessary and my efforts 
misguided. Regretably, I must disagree with 
your conclusion. There are at least three com- 
pelling reasons why the passage of this legisla- 
tion is of critical importance. 

First, there is a significant difference between 
acts of violence motivated by racial or religious 
hatred and most other forms of vandalism and 
acts of physical violence. While all such acts are 
to be condemmed because they deprive their vic- 
tims of the most fundamental of civil rights, the 
right to live in peace and safety, violence 
brought about as a result or racial or religious 
bigotry contains an added dimension. The in- 
tolerance which underlies it is a threat to one of 
the most cherished ideals we have; that of living 
in a free, open, and pluralistic society in which 
the differences among us are accepted and nur- 
tured rather than despised and attacked, As such 
these acts are a threat to all men and women of 
goodwill. 

The distinction between anti-social acts 
spawned of bigotry and other forms of anti-social 
ehavior is one which too few appreciate.. It is a 
distinction which ought to be embodied in our 
laws, and it is a distinction the need for which is, 
ironically underscored by your editorial, 
cond, people are reluctant to label acts of 
racial, ethnic, or religious bigotry for what they 
are. It is often easier to write them off as 
“isolated incidents*'. This tendency while not to 
be excused is perhaps understandable because 
such overt expressions of prejudice are an 




















anathma to the values and ideals which so many 
hold dear. In this regard passage of the act 
serves a very important purpose. It will send a 
clear message to both law enforcement officials 
and community leaders that the growing pro- 
blem of religious, ethnic and racial violence is 
both real and serious. And as distasteful as it 
might be, the problem must be faced and dealt 
with squarely as such. 

I think that your editorial recognizes the im- 
portance of facing this problem. You wrote ‘The 
solution may be in educating those who deal out 
justice...’’ I agree and I can think of no more 
dramatic way of educating law enforcement of- 
ficials as to the seriousness of the problem than 
by an act of the Legislature providing specific 
sanctions for such violence. 

Third, the bill does provide significant new 
remedies for those who are the victims of such 
violence. They are allowed to recover in a civil 
suit punitive damages, legal fees and damages 
for emotional harm. Unfortunately the wheels of 
criminal justice grind slowly and all too often the 
victims are forgotten. This bill will insure that 
victims of violent acts of bigotry are not passed 
over by the system. 

Finally, the bill has received widespread sup- 
port. The NAACP, The Urban League, The 
Greater Boston Civil Rights Coalition, The Mass, 
Catholic Conference, The Boston Archdioc 
and The Anti-Defamation League have all en- 
dorsed the bill, They all consider the problem to 
be real and consider the bill to be a valid 
response to that problem. I hope that the Graphic 
will re-examine its position and lend its voice to 
the chorus of support which the proposal present- 
ly enjoys.

Graffman will perform the 
Ravel Piano Concerto for the Left Hand, under the baton of Maestro 
Michel Sasson. 

As the NSO’s Celebrated Artist this season, Graffman will also give a 
Master Piano Class at the All Newton Music School, Chestnut Street, on 
Saturday morning, May 1, 9:30-noon, which is open to the public. There 
is a small admission charge at the door. Participants in the Master 
Class have been chosen by audition from gifted students in Eastern 
Massachusetts, in the fourth annual Celebrated Artist Master Class 
Program sponsored by the Newton Symphony Orchestra. 

Hailed by Newsweek as ‘‘one of the great living pianists,’’ Gary Graf- 
fman has been one of the most popular and peripatetic performers on 
the international concert circuit for over three decades. Ever since his 
debut at the age of 18 with Eugene Ormandy and the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra, he has circled the globe almost nonstop, playing the most 
demanding works in the piano literature. His recordings of concertos 
by Tchaikovsky, Rachmanionoff, Prokofieff, Brahms, Chopin and 
Beethoven with the Orchestras of New York, Philadelphia, Cleveland, 
Chicago and Boston have been acclaimed as definitive, and his most re- 
cent album, featuring Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue with Zubin Mahta 
and the New York Philharmonic became the best-selling disk ever 
made by that venerable orchestra. 

In 1979, Graffman’s career was interrupted by an overstretched liga- 
ment affecting the fourth and fifth fingers of his right hand. While the 
process of rehabilitation is nearly complete, Graffman has limited his 
concertizing to the few, but brilliant piano concertos written for left 
hand alone (most of them commissioned early in the century by Paul 
Wittgenstein, who lost his right arm in WWI). 

Graffman is an active teacher, commuting from Manhattan’s School 
of Music to the Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia, the University 
of Michigan at Ann Arbor, and the Music Academy of the West at Santa 
Barbara, California. He has returned to school himself, to pursue his 
lifelong interest in Oriental studies, and to the delight of the reading 
public, he has written a widely acclaimed book, I Really Should Be 
Practicing. 

Graffman was born in New York of Russian parents, and first climb- 
ed to the piano bench at the age of three. His affinity for the piano soon 
became evident, and at seven he won a scholarship to the Curtis In- 
stitute of Music for study with the renowned Isabelle Vengerova. 

After graduation from Curtis, he studied intensively for several 
years with Vladimir Horowitz, and in the summers at the Marlboro 
Music Festival with Rudolf Serkin. In 1949 Graffman won the 
prestigious Leventritt Award and made his debut with the leading 
American orchestras,

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Aldermen call for nuke freeze

NEWTON — With citizens from across the 
country joining hands against the nuclear 
arms race, the Board of Aldermen last week 
reaffirmed its commitment to the worldwide 
anti-nuclear movement. 

The 24-member legislative body voted 
unanimously — without debate — to declare 
June 12, as ‘Rally at the U.N. Day’ urging city 
residents to join in a mass Rally for Disarma- 
ment in New York City. 

The aldermanic message coincides with 
Ground Zero Week, the nationwide movement 
which is spreading its anti-nuclear message by 
explaining the potential horrors and devasta- 
tion of nuclear war throughout the United 
States last week, 

Ina separate resolution, aldermen called on 
Congress to ‘defeat any attempt at further 
military aid to the government of tl 
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Salvador,'’ and asked President Ronald 
Reagan to begin the process of political 
dialogue within that ravaged country to stop 
the senseless killing and ‘prepare for the 
negotiations needed to reconcile and build the 
Central American nation."’ 

In June, the Board of Aldermen formally de- 
nounced the growing nuclear arms race — an 
action which has ice been followed by states, 
cities, and town: the country. The first 
anti-nuclear resolution, which called for a 
worldwide freeze on the proliferation of 
nuclear arms, was approved by Newton voters 
by a3 to 1 margin on Nov. 3. 

The resolution Tuesday evening, which was 
introduced by Alderman Ethel Sheehan, calls 
for the heads of state of all governments to at- 
tend the United Nations Second Special Ses- 
sion on Disarmament from June 7 to 9 to work 
toward a “mutual, verifiable arms reduc- 
tions,”’

Avoid the ‘ploy’ 


“Such a ploy cannot successfully avoid 
the application of the law.” 

Middlesex County District Attorney 
John Droney said that in a letter to the 
Newton School Committee last week, 
relating to allegations by The Newton 
Graphic of a serious Open Meeting Law 
violation by the committee. 

The Graphic’s complaint to the district 
attorney came after the committee broke 
into two groups to meet in private at the 
April 15 public meeting after a stalemate 
over voting for a new superintendent. Mon- 
day night the committee voted to offer the 
job to a Pelham, N.Y. school ad- 
ministrator and at that time, Chairperson 
Nancy Mann said the committee had not 
intended to violate the law. But apparently 
it did bend the rules enough to raise 
Droney’s interest. 

The law, which every city official should 
know by heart, is really not that complex. 
As Droney said, ‘‘The fairly un- 
complicated and apparent legislative in- 
tent behind (the law) is to assure that the 
public have access to the decision-making 
functions of their elected represen- 
tatives.” 

Statements by Mann and other commit- 
tee members indicate they knew enough 
about the law to know how to circumvent 
it. Mann said later the closed-door 
meetings were ‘‘a good faith’’ effort to 
break the deadlock in voting. We do not 
doubt the hard work involved in the selec- 
tion process or the ‘“‘good faith’’ but any 
vow by a School Committee member that 
such tactics will not be used again should, 
perhaps, be carved in stone.

Cohen disagrees with editorial 


To the editor; 

I read with interest your recent editorial about 
the legislation I had filed to curb acts of violence 
motivated by racial or religous bigotry. 

Your editorial concludes that, since such acts 
of violence are illegal under general vandalism 
and assault statutes already on the books, the 
proposed law is unnecessary and my efforts 
misguided. Regretably, I must disagree with 
your conclusion. There are at least three com- 
pelling reasons why the passage of this legisla- 
tion is of critical importance. 

First, there is a significant difference between 
acts of violence motivated by racial or religious 
hatred and most other forms of vandalism and 
acts of physical violence, While all such acts are 
to be condemmed because they deprive their vic- 
tims of the most fundamental of civil rights, the 
right to live in peace and safety, violence 
brought about as a result or racial or religious 
bigotry contains an added dimension. The in- 
tolerance which underlies it is a threat to one of 
the most cherished ideals we have; that of living 
in a free, open, and pluralistic society in which 
the differences among us are accepted and nur- 
tured rather than despised and attacked. As such 
these acts are a threat to all men and women of 
goodwill. 

The distinction between anti-socia) acts 
spawned of bigotry and other forms of anti-social 
behavior is one which too few appreciate.. It is a 
distinction which ought to be embodied in our 
laws, and it is a distinction the need for which is, 
ironically underscored by your editorial. 

Second, people are reluctant to label acts of 
racial, ethnic, or religious bigotry for what they 
are. It is often easier to write them off as 
“isolated incidents’’. This tendency while not to 
be excused is perhaps understandable because 
such overt expressions of prejudice are an 











anathma to the values and ideals which so many 
hold dear. In this regard passage of the act 
serves a very important purpose. It will send a 
clear message to both law enforcement officials 
and community leaders that the growing pro- 
blem of religious, ethnic and racial violence is 
both real and serious. And as distasteful as it 
might be, the problem must be faced and dealt 
with squarely as such. 

I think that your editorial recognizes the im- 
portance of facing this problem. You wrote ‘‘The 
solution may be in educating those who deal out 
justice..."’ I agree and I can think of no more 
dramatic way of educating law enforcement of- 
ficials as to the seriousness of the problem than 
by an act of the Legislature providing specific 
sanctions for such violence. 

Third, the bill does provide significant new 
remedies for those who are the victims of such 
violence. They are allowed to recover in a civil 
suit punitive damages, legal fees and damages 
for emotional harm. Unfortunately the wheels of 
criminal justice grind slowly and all too often the 
victims are forgotten. This bill will insure that 
victims of violent acts of bigotry are not passed 
over by the system. 

Finally, the bill has received widespread sup- 
port. The NAACP, The Urban League, The 
Greater Boston Civil Rights Coalition, The Mass. 
Catholic Conference, The Boston Archdiocese 
and The Anti-Defamation League have all en- 
dorsed the bill. They all consider the problem to 
be real and consider the bili to be a valid 
response to that problem. I hope that the Graphic 
will re-examine its position and lend its voice to 
the chorus of support which the proposal present- 
ly enjoys.

There are ample numbers of errors of fact, in- 
consistencies and apparent errors in the applica- 
tion of appreciation or inflation factors 

We feel that all those errors must he 
straightened out quickly and satisfactorily - and 
all assessments corrected without further pro- 





perty owner input of time, effort or expe 
Unless and until that is done, responsible city of- 
ficials, the community in general and the af- 
fected citizens in particular should continue to 
seriously contest the whole revaluation. 

We applaud the convening of ad hoc grassroots 
organizations which seek prudent action and 
wide support on this issue including those 
knowledgeable in law, real estate, computer 
systems, statistics and mathematics. Up to now, 
the Newton Taxpayers’ Association has worked 
quietly to promote better methods, accuracy, 
timeliness and fairness 

If prompt effective corrective action is not 
taken or not sufficient, we will support ap- 
propriate citizen or legal corrective achion.

Junior High (formerly Meadowbrook). Graffman will perform the 
Ravel Piano Concerto for the Left Hand, under the baton of Maestro 
Michel Sasson. 

As the NSO’s Celebrated Artist this season, Graffman will also give a 
Master Piano Class at the All Newton Music School, Chestnut Street, on 
Saturday morning, May 1, 9:30-noon, which is open to the public. There 
is a’small admission charge at the door. Participants in the Master 
Class have been chosen by audition from gifted students in Eastern 
Massachusetts, in the fourth annual Celebrated Artist Master Class 
Program sponsored by the Newton Symphony Orchestra. 

Hailed by Newsweek as “‘one of the great living pianists,” Gary Graf- 
fman has been one of the most popular and peripatetic performers on 
the international concert circuit for over three decades. Ever since his 
debut at the age of 18 with Eugene Ormandy and the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra, he has circled the globe almost nonstop, playing the most 
demanding works in the piano literature. His recordings of concertos 
by Tchaikovsky, Rachmanionoff, Prokofieff, Brahms, Chopin and 
Beethoven with the Orchestras of New York, Philadelphia, Cleveland, 
Chicago and Boston have been acclaimed as definitive, and his most re- 
cent album, featuring Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue with Zubin Mahta 
and the New York Philharmonic became the best-selling disk ever 
made by that venerable orchestra. 

In 1979, Graffman’s career was interrupted by an overstretched liga- 
ment affecting the fourth and fifth fingers of his right hand. While the 
process of rehabilitation is nearly complete, Graffman has limited his 
concertizing to the few, but brilliant piano concertos written for left 
hand alone (most of them commissioned early in the century by Paul 
Wittgenstein, who lost his right arm in WW I). 

Graffman is an active teacher, commuting from Manhattan's School 
of Music to the Curtis Institute of Music in Philadelphia, the University 
of Michigan at Ann Arbor, and the Music Academy of the West at Santa 
Barbara, California. He has returned to school himself, to pursue his 
lifelong interest in Oriental studies, and to the delight of the reading 
public, he has written a widely acclaimed book, J Really Should Be 
Practicing. 

Graffman was born in New York of Russian parents, and first climb- 
ed to the piano bench at the age of three. His affinity for the piano soon 
became evident, and at seven he won a scholarship to the Curtis In- 
stitute of Music for study with the renowned Isabelle Vengerova. 

After graduation from Curtis, he studied intensively for several 
years with Vladimir Horowitz, and in the summers at the Marlboro 
Music Festival with Rudolf Serkin. In 1949 Graffman won the 
prestigious Leventritt Award and made his debut with the leading 
American orchestras,

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Aldermen call for nuke freeze

NEWTON — With citizens from across the 
country joining hands against the nuclear 
arms race, the Board of Aldermen last week 
reaffirmed its commitment to the worldwide 
anti-nuclear movement. 

The 24-member legislative body voted 
unanimously — without debate — to declare 
June 12, as ‘Rally at the U.N. Day’ urging city 
residents to join in a mass Rally for Disarma- 
ment in New York City. 

The aldermanic message coincides with 
Ground Zero Week, the nationwide movement 
which is spreading its anti-nuclear message by 
explaining the potential horrors and devasta- 
tion of nuclear war throughout the United 
States last week.

Salvador,’’ and asked President Ronald 
Reagan to begin the proc of political 
dialogue within that ravaged country to stop 
the senseless killing and ‘prepare for the 
negotiations needed to reconcile and build the 
Central American nation.” 

In June, the Board of Aldermen formally de- 
nounced the growing nuclear arms race — an 
action which has since been followed by states, 
cities, and towns across the country. The first 
anti-nuclear resolution, which called for a 
worldwide freeze on the proliferation of 
nuclear arms, was approved by Newton voters 
by a3 to 1 margin on Nov. 3. 

The resolution Tuesday evening, which was 
introduced by Alderman Ethel Sheehan, calls 
for the heads of state of all governments to at- 
tend the United Nations Second Special Ses- 
sion on Disarmament from June 7 to 9 to work 
toward a “mutual, verifiable arms reduc- 
tions.”

$71,000 less this year 
City loses state aid 


under new

NEWTON The city will be one of 16 
Massachusetts communities losing state aid 


under a local aid distribution formula unveiled 
last Friday by a coalition of state legislators 
and officials from Gov. Edward J. King's of- 
fice 

Under the proposal, which has received 
plaudits from both Beacon Hill and King, 
Newton will receive $71,000 less than it did in 
state aid a year ago 

The city’s three-member House delegation 

ressed unanimous objection to the for- 
, but noted that a lobbying effort to get 
what they felt was fair for Newton would be 
difficult in the face of such support for the aid 
plan in the legislature. 

“There is not going to be too much sympathy 
on the Hill for Newton,’’ said State Rep. 
Joseph DeNucci Sunday 

State Rep. David Cohen agreed with his 
fellow lawmaker. ‘I think anytime the House 
and the Senate leadership in conjunction with 
the governor's offi on something, a 
change from an adve standpoint is go- 
ing to be difficult,”’ he : 

The new local aid formula will ensure that 
each of the 351 commun 
will receive at least 
revenue losses in the fi 
position 242. Under the formula, no community 
will recive more than 150 percent of its 

The plan, which was introduced a 
after King’s local aid proposal, offers new 
state financial assistance to cities and towns 
amounting to $154.5 million, about $30 million 
more in direct aid than the governor had 
originally proposed.

“I’m sure there will be quite a bit of lobby- 
’ said State Rep. Susan Schur Sunday. 
“We'll be talking to the other communities 
(those 16 that are slated to lose revenue under 
the local aid plan) and hoping to work together 
to at least get us into a hold-harmless posi- 
tion 

Under hold-harmlesss, no community would 
receive less local aid than it did under the 
previous year. Newton received $12.6 million 
in local aid a year ago. 
















Cohen noted he would be ‘happier’ with a 
hold-harmless clause, but felt a break-even 
proposition for Newton was inadequate. 


DeNucci did not think a hold-harmless provi- 
sion was the answer because the clause would 
allow those communities that received more 
than their share a year ago (to offset first-year 
Proposition 242 loses) in local aid to receive at 
least the same amount. 
he city of Newton, as every city in the 
Commonwealth, has a right to share in the ad- 
ditional $150 million being put into local aid,” 
Cohen said. 

Cohen noted that the residential property 
taxpayer in Newton is facing an additional $3.5 
million tax burden this year because of 
revaluation and that this tax shift needs to be 
addressed by the legislature. 

Schur said if the state legislature decides to 
implement hold-harmless, there would have to 
be a re-distribution of $700,000 — the amount to 
be lost by the 16 communities that will be 
receiving less aid. 

According to City Budget Director David 
Wilkinson, under King’s formula the city 
would have received about $900,000 less in 
local aid from what it had received last year.

ability claims 


but the board's decision was overturned by the three-member state 
Contributory Retirement Appeal Board 

The remaining nine pensions granted by the board since January 
1981, bringing the total number of disability pensions to 88, were heart 
or hypertension disabilities required under state law for seven 
firefighters and two police officers. Marino estimated that 50 of the 
disability pensions were heart related. 

The board, regulated by state law, is made up of an elected 
employees’ representative (Raymond Thibault) , an accounting officer 
(Marino), and a third member (Ernest Angevine) appointed by the 
other two members 

In the case of Scalzi, the board’s physician, Dr. Herbert Cares of 
Newton, claimed the disability was not permanent and that the injury 
was nota result of the claimed accident 

A physician appointed by the state and Scalzi’s phys 
both disputed the board ph an’s claims 

In his report to the board, es wrote: ‘It ismy impression that this 
man has no objective findings. However, because he insists that he has 
the pain, I do not think that he could be considered able to work as a 
policeman. I do not think what he has now could in any way be related 
to an old back injury that occurred seven years ago and I therefore do 
\ot find any objective evidence upon which to conclude that his disabili- 
ty is due to any work related injury, or that, as a matter of fact, his in- 
jury is due to any disability at all.” 

He added: “A low back strain suchas this should in no way be perma- 
nen he is a healthy 36-5 

In a one-page letter, Scalzi’s physician, Dr. Diane English of 
Brighton, said the officer had ‘low back, buttock and pain down the 
whole left leg... Prognosis is poor." 

The appointed state physician, Dr. Paul Chervin, agreed. He main- 
tained that without ‘‘hesitation”’ the patient is unable to act as an of- 
ficer. He wrote: ‘At the present time, he is totally disabled from this 
occupation. I cannot state whether he will remain disabled for the re- 
mainder of his working life." 

In the case of Morello, Cares also questioned the disability, while 
acknowledging that the woman officer could not function as a police of- 
ficer. 

However, he wrote: ‘‘Under no circumstances can a ruptured disc, 
which is the basis of her claim, be considered a permanent disability. It 
is well known that the symptoms of ruptured discs are almost always 
subject to spontaneous remissions. She also did not look like someone 
who was in either acute or chronic pain.” 

In a ruling overturning the board's decision, the state appeal board 
noted that a majority of the medical panel answered the board’s three 
critical questions on the disability in favor of the officer. In addition, 
the board maintained that the officer did clearly establish ‘a causal 
relationship’’ between the injury and her work. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn said injuries and illness are the ‘‘ma- 
jor problem”’ in his department. 

“We've had numerous back injuries,” Quinn noted. ‘‘We’ve had some 
pretty young men retire with bad backs and knees.” 

In the Gayzagian case, the board’s physician also was on the minori- 
ty side, questioning the injury. The state physician and Gayzagian’s 
doctor both confirmed the disability. 

Dr. Warren Courville of Newtonville, maintained the examination 
revealed a man in ‘‘no obvious discomfort.’’ He said the injury did not 
appear to be ‘‘significant at present and one would suspect that a trial 
of unrestricted work activity is possible at present.” 

Marino said the board frequently has employees re-examined. Under 
state law, an employee can be re-examined a year after the pension is 
granted and every three years following. 

In regard to the Gayzagian case, Marino said: “I was convinced that 
the injury occured on the job and he was unable to perform his job.” 
Marino said that he would also recommend that Gayzagian be re- 
examined as soon as possible. 

The board had granted a total of 910 pensions as of Dec. 1980. 

The doctors specifically answer whether the applicant: A) is unable 
to perform his duti B) has a permanent and total disability and C) 
whether that disability is a result of his job. 

In FY 1983 (beginning July 1), the Retirment Board’s budget calls for 
$5,176,649 in benefits to be -paid to contributory retirement and 
$1,348,948 to non contributory retirments for veterans with service 
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prior to 1939. The city board has more than $40 million in assets in- 
cluding investments in utilities and stocks approved by the state Divi- 
sion of Insurance. 

Both Angevine and Marino said reforms in state disability laws are 
needed. Both maintained the alleged abuses surfacing in Boston are not 
to be found in Newton. In Boston, Mayor Kevin White has ordered the 
creation of a commission to investigate alleged abuses of disability 
pensions. 

“We have no authority to put a man on light work,”’ said Angevine. A 
firefighter or police officer can be disabled to perform as a public safe- 
ty officer, he noted, but may still be able to handle lighter work 

State retirement laws do not provide for a municipal worker injured 
to step into a position where his disability is not a handicap. 

“A man can be disabled to climb a ladder, but he can still work,” said 
Angevine. ‘I hate to see him disabled because he can’t climb a lad- 
der.” 

Angevine maintained the hypertension and heart disabilities should 
be uniform for all municipal employees. ‘‘The heart law should apply to 
everyone or no one,”’ he asserted. ‘‘I think a lot of these other people 
have just as much tension as a fire or police officer.”’ 


Marino said that additional factors should be taken into considera- 
tion under the current laws including age of the individual and the type 
of injury 


For example he said: ‘‘A guy who is 22 and hurts his knee should get 
something, but he should not get a full pension...There are no recogni- 
tions of age or amount of disability.’’ Marino id he is considering 
drawing up state legislation for disability reforms. 





Marino said the city does ‘“‘owe’’ an employee injured on the job 
something. “If someone has a legitimate injury, we owe him 
something, I am 100 percent in favor of any legitimate accidental 
disability pension.” 

Employees receiving disability get 72% of the salary they were 
receiving on he date of the filing of the accident and an annuity based 
on deductions, age and an additional $312 yearly for each child under 
18. City employees contribute 7% of their annual salary to the con- 
tributory retirement program.

The board ap 
proved the funds by a 19 to 0 vote after both the Finance and the 
Legislation and Rules Committees voted the funds in recess meetings 
sity Solicitor Daniel Funk toid aldermen he needed the outside at 
due to a staff shortage and to help fight a $19 million lawsuit fac- 
ing the Newton Police Department. The law department has been short 
a full-time attorney since late last year 

Five-thousand dollars will go toward the defense of the police officers 
involved in the civil rights case and $2,500 will go towards the hiring of 
outside legal help in defense of Police Chief William F. Quinn in an in 
jury leave dispute 

‘If we're going to create a habit of hiring outside counsel, I think we 

should go the same route as we do for architects,’’ said McGrath. He 
did not think the item would get much support from the attorneys on the 
24-member aldermanic body, but noted the selection review process 
worked well for the city in the hiring of outside architects. 
‘It would protect us from potential abus * said McGrath. Ac- 
cording to the FY 1983 budget booklet, the Law Department spent 
$113,020 for legal assistance in FY 1982 and expects to expend $43,400 in 
FY 1983 

Assistant City Solicitor Kathleen Torres, one of eight city attorneys, 
has handled the civil rights suit since its inception and is scheduled to 
leave the law department in May. The trial date for the suit is May 10 in 
Federal District Court 

Funk said the proximity of the trial date, the magnitude of the claim 
and the inexperience of his staff in the ea of civil rights made it 
“critical that a lawyer be hired with experience in civil rights.’ 
Funk said he would hire attorney Anthony Doniger to handle the 
defense in the civil rights suit. Doniger is an associate of Edward Bar- 
shak’'s, the Boston attorney working for the city defending Mayor 
Theodore Mann against a $1.1 million civil rights suit filed by his

Chris Bell keeps things 
at fingertips at N-WH 


NEWTON When physicians at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital need help with a difficult 
clinical problem, they often turn to Chris Bell 
And although she’s never been to medical 
school, Chris usually has the answers right at 
her fingertips — literally. 

As director of library services at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital, the Newtonville resident 
uses a computerized data bank called 
MEDLARS (Medical Literature Analysis and 
Retrieval System), which is tied into the Na- 


tional Medical Library in Bethesda, 
Maryland, one of the greatest medical 
libraries in the world. By means of a 


telephone-typewriter computer terminal that 
looks like an ordinary electric typewriter, Bell 
has access to 18s rate data bases that cover 
over 50 subje ranging from chemistry, 
biology and toxicology to health planning and 
administration. 






Last year she did over 250 computerized 
literature searches for medical staff, ad- 
ministrators and students. But although 
MEDLARS is, by far, the most sophisticated 
service provided by the Paul Talbot Babson 
Memorial Library at the hospital, it is by no 
means the only one. 





In 1981 close to 27,000 people utilized the 
resources of the NWH Library: 2,800 books, 
275 journals, 5,000 bound journals, 170 
audiovisual programs, and 20 talking books 
from the Perkins Institute for the Blind.

Whenever literature is not available at NWH it 
can usually be borrowed through the formaliz- 
ed inter-library loans em of the Consortium 
for Information Resources which serves nine 
area hospitals that belong to the West Subur- 
ban Hospital Resource Education Association. 
A special van transports the publications 
among the member hospitals. 

Assisting library visitors and responding to 
over 400 telephone calls a month provides a 
great challenge to Bell and her staff, who 
augmented their usual activities with a special 
public awareness program during National 
Library Week, April 18-24. Bell said the public, 
and even hospital staff and employees, often 
don’t realize the hospital has a libr: People 
frequently stumble on the library’s doorstep 
accidentally, surprised to learn the library ex- 
ists and delighted to discover the resources 
available. 

“There is something unique and_ all- 
encompassing about the needs our library 
users have,”’ Bell noted. ‘‘We’re asked to find 
information about such a wide range of sub- 
jects. Every day brings something different.” 

She adds that the secret to being a good 
librarian is knowing where to find the informa- 
tion. ‘If libraries exist for any reason, it’s to 
expedite the search,”’ she . “The informa- 
tion can’t help you unles: yu Know where to 
find it.’’ She also says about 30 percent of the 
information she researches doesn’t come out 
of a book or journal, but rather, from a 
telephone call or a personal contact. 

Indeed, the knowledge and research skills 
that librarians must have explain why the pro- 
fession is often called a science. Beyond her 
academic credentials from the Simmons 
Graduate School of Library and Information 
Sciences, Chris Bell also holds an 
undergraduate degree from Simmons _ in 
biology and chemistry. She feels her science 
background and her three years of experience 
with the Boston University Alumni Medical 
Library have provided her with an awareness 
of the larger clinical picture behind much of 
her library research.

McCoy toente 


Al McCoy of LaJolla, Calif. is 83 
going on 25. 

Just six months ago, he dropped 
an eight iron shot in the cup on the 
108-yard third hole at Torrey 
Pines; on the fly, no less. 

McCoy regularly tours southern 
California’s local layouts in 90 odd 
passes, and has two aces in his 
cap within the last two years. 

Members of his foursome, Lo- 
Jollan’s Harold ‘‘Ozzie’’ Osborne, 
Tom Scott, whose son once replac- 
ed divots on the moon as a NASA 
astronaut, and Jack Winans, play 
arespectable round of golf, too. 

But try as they may, they'll 
never beat McCoy for a story, or 
toa story for that matter. 





Thursday night, McCoy returns 
to his native Bay State of 
Massachusetts, where, as a 


precocious scholastic athlete at 
Newton High School, his legacy 
began. 

That evening, at Lantanas 
Restaurant in nearby Randolph, 
McCoy will be inducted into the 
Northeastern University Hall of 


Fame and greeted by many of his 
former proteges, each of whom 
will swear that there will never be 
another coach quite like him. 

McCoy, an incredible athlete in 
his day, made his mark at Nor- 
theastern as coach and teacher at 
the Boston-based university 
renowned as the world leader in 
cooperative education. 

He was Northeastern’s own col- 
legiate version of George Halas, a 
papa bear among college mentors 
of his era. 

He founded the varsity football 
program on a dime and a song in 
1933 and brought it to lofty heights 
with a competitive, New England 
schedule. When McCoy wasn’t 
coaching football, he was either 
teaching English, or coaching 
baseball and basketball, on the 
Huntington Avenue campus. 

“I had a few good years,” 
understated McCoy, “‘but the type 
of kid I was dealing with at Nor- 
theastern was a special type of 
athlete in my book.” 

McCoy had a pretty good season

It was a game which satisfied 
neither coach. Waltham's Al 
Scafidi was the winner — it seems 
he always is — but like any good, 
hard-nosed competitor, he refus- 
ed to use the scoreboard as his on- 
ly barometer for success. Newton 
North’s Tom Rezzuti lost, and that 
alone was reason enough for his 
frustration.

Waltham’s comeback was due 
partly to its own intenstinal for- 
titude and partly to Newton Nor- 
th’s penchant for gift-wrapping 
runs. ‘‘We did not execute,’’ Rez- 
zuti said succinctly. ‘‘We earned 
our runs but we gave them three 
runs by messing up relays on 
plays where we had them dead at 
the plate.” 


Rezzuti’s frustration is 
understandable. Two years ago, 
in his and Scafidi’s first season at 
the helm, he saw Waltham beat 
him by one run with a two-out, 
grand slam homer in the top of the 
seventh. Last year, the Hawks 
prevailed, 2-1, in 10 innings. One- 
run losses are becoming all too 
common for Rezzuti. ‘‘We’ve had 





the same problem for three 
years,’ he says. ‘We just don’t 
make the clutch plays. Waltham’s 
behind by three runs and they ral- 
ly. We don’t.” 

The Hawks, now 3-0, won the 
game with two in the fourth and 
one each in the fifth and sixth inn- 
ings. Darren Marcou knocked in 
the winner with a double, scoring 
Jim Walsh. But the Tigers had 
their chances to tie it. They loaded 
the bases off lefthanded reliever 
Dan Perkins in the bottom of the 
sixth and had a 3-2 count on Bill 
Jordan with two outs. Perkins 
reared back and fired his best 
“beat me”’ fastball and although 
it was out of the strike zone, Jor- 
dan went for it and missed. 

Perkins thus got the win after 
taking over for Scott LaForest in 
the fourth. LaF orest experienced 
control problems for the second 
straight outing, walking five in3% 
innings. ‘‘Our pitching has to im- 
prove,” said an unhappy Scafidi. 
“We can’t expect to keep coming 
back every time. I know it sounds 
crazy, but we’re 3-0 and I’m not 
pleased at all.” 

But Scafidi found no fault with 
Perkins’ effort. “Danny went 
right at them,” said Al. ‘‘He didn’t 
play around at the corners, he just 
challenged them with his fastball 
and kept them off-balance with 
the curve.” 

The Hawks jumped out to a 30 
first inning lead against Newton 
starter John Corsi on three hits 
and a walk. Corsi began the game 
badly by walking Jim Walsh and 
then surrendering a single to Mar- 


r Northeastern 


in 1934. His football team.was 6-1- 
1, while his basketball team went 
10-3, and the baseball team turned 
a 12-2 year, the best ever in Nor- 
theastern baseball history. 

Through eight years of coaching 
at Northeastern, from 1929 to 1937, 
McCoy’s football team, his first 
love as a coach, had two outstan- 
ding seasons, 6-1-1 in 1934 and 5-0-3 
in 1935. 

Some 30 years later, at an age 
most people retire, McCoy 
labored at writing sports and foot- 
ball on the opposite coast for the 
San Diego Union. From 1964 to 
1974 he wrote about athletes and 
their fraternity, of which he was 
such an intriquing member as a 
collegian in the 1920’s. 

A native of Newton Centre, one 
of the 13 neighborhoods of the City 
of Newton, McCoy was an outstan- 
ding football player under coach 
Allie Dickinson at Newton High 
School and consequently at Dean 
Academy. 

He played college football for 
some of the great names in the 


college game, and in the process 
gained recognition as the nomadic 
star of Eastern college football. 


In chronological order, McCoy 
excelled on the gridiron under 
Cleo O’Donnell at Holy Cross and 
Hugo Bexdek at Penn State, 
before completing his illustrious 
college football trilogy at 
Lafayette. 

The 1922 Littany Lion team, 
paced by McCoy at both offensive 
and defensive end, enjoyed a ban- 
ner season and lost to USC, 14-3, in 
the 1923 Rose Bowl, the first 
played in the present Rose Bowl. 
“Playing left end on both defense 
and offense was a thrill to put it 
mildly,’’ said McCoy. 


After graduating from - 


Lafayette in 1927, he spent one 
year teaching at Hackettstown 
High School in New Jersey before 
starting his memorable career at 
Northeastern. 


His boyhood goal, to become an 
athlete and a teacher, surfaced as 
a reality at Northeastern, where

at BC to pray for peace

CHESTNUT HILI In a plea 
for “negotiations to eliminate all 
weapons of mass destruction,” 
Rev. Billy Graham Thursday urg, 
ed approximately 600 Boston Col 
lege students to “pray” for peace 

In a 60-minute speech at the 
Robert's Center, the renowned 
leader of the evangelical Chris 
tianity movement called for 
for broke negotiations’ to 
eliminate nuclear weapons. 

‘Why not have religious talks 
about a subject as important as 
the safety of the human race?’ 
asked Graham 

‘L believe it's not probable, but 
it’s possible," Graham said of 
global negotiations for nuclear 
disarmament. The Southern Bap: 
list minister said “praying for 
peace is more than any of us" not 
in positions of power can do to 
save humanity from “a nuclear 
holocaust.” 

Citing the importance of 
educating people that our 
technology can bring us to the 
point of destruction,’ Graham 
said he was ‘“‘delighted” to see the 
awareness generated by “Ground 
Zero" week - a nationwide move 
ment this week to publicize the 
consequences of nuclear war 

Grahanf 63, has brought his 
evangelical crusades to every 
state and more than 50 countries 
including recent visits to Hungary 
and Poland, He is scheduled to 
participate in a Moscow world

The engagement at the jesuit 
college was part of a whirlwind 
New England tour that will end 
with an eight day crusade May 30 
through June 6 at Boston Univer 
sity 

Graham said the world may be 
on the brink of “Armegeddon 
Noting that it took 10 years to get 
a SALT agreement with the Soviet 
Union, he said time may be runn 
ing out for a peaceful end to the 
rms race with the superpower 

Graham said students should 
take the “first step” in the peace 
movement by coming 
with God 

He said: “In all this talk of 
peace, let's not leave out the first 
step piritual peace, The 
greatest thing you could poss 
contribute is your own per 
peace with God...First 
foremost you belong to Christ.’ 

The charismatic minister urged 
the students to make a “lifetime 
and committment to Christ.” He 
said part of the service to Christ 
“would be to work and pray for 
peace." 

Graham, who read a letter from 
a student that has contemplated 
suicide, many college 
students “lack commitment.” 

“Is Jesus Christ the way out?” 
he asked rhetorically. “That is an 
option you ought to consider.” 

What we need is a personal 
reconciliation with God,"’ 
Graham said. He told the crowd to 
turn to the bible as a “reference 
point for peace.”

With warm weather on its way, the 
time is right to tune up your swimming 
pool so you can enjoy it during those hot 
summer days. Here's a six-step pro 
gram from Popular Mechanics 
magazine to help you do it 

1. Begin by cleaning the pool walls and 
surrounding apron and then fill the pool 
with water. The recommended level for 
most pools is the middle of the skimmer 

the built-in device that traps surface 
debris. 

2. Check the pump, filter and cir 
culating system. Refer to the owner's 
manual for reinstalling parts removed 
for winter storage. Make sure 
mechanical components are clean and in 
proper working order. 

To reinstall the pump motor, first turn 
off the power at the pump control panel. 
Replace the gasket between the pump's 
tank and seal plate if it’s damaged 
Reinstall the drain plugs and check the 
pump shaft for free movement. With 
power on, prime the pump following in- 
structions in your owner’s manual 

3. Next, measure and adjust the pH 
level. (This figure is an indication of the 
acidity or alkalinity of the water, and 
unless it is within a certain range the 
chlorine disinfectant in the water will 
not kill the bacteria it is supposed to) 
Obtain a test kit from your pool supplier 
and follow the directions on the box 

If the pH is too low, chlorine dissipates 
rapidly, pipes and fittings can become 
corroded, plaster can become etched 
and swimmers can get irritating eye

To correct the problem, add a pH 
plus chemical 

If the pH is too high, scale forms, pool 
water turns cloudy and swimmers get 
eye burn just as they do when the pH is 
too low. Correct it by adding a pH minus 
chemical. * 

4, After you've adjusted the pH level 
adjusting total alkalinity helps keep the 
pH in the proper range. The three main 
alkaline chemicals — carbonate, bicar- 
bonate and hydroxide —- dissolved in the 
water in proper proportion act as a buf- 
fer preventing pH change 

Also, use a kit to test for total alkalini- 
ty. Test it weekly and maintain it bet 
ween 80 and 150 parts per million (ppm, 
the standard measure of concentration 
in swimming pools). Your pool-supply 
dealer can provide formulations needed 
to correct i. 

5. Next, superchlorinate the water. 
This means applying 5 to 10 times the 
regular daily dose of chlorine to water 

The two primary reasons for adding 
chlorine are 1) to disinfect — kill water- 
borne organisms and algae; 2) to ox- 
idate — burn out undesirable solids, col 


ors and odors. While all pools must be 
superchlorinated from time to time, it 1s 


definitely needed when opening your 
pool for the season 

Before you Superchlorinate, deter 
mine the capacity of your pool in 
gallons; then determine the needed 


superchlorinator following 
directions on the pack Wait until the 
residual chlorine is at the recommended 
level of 1.0 to 1.5 ppm according to the 
test kit before adding the extra dosage 
There are types 
chlorinating products on the market 
Among them are liquid chlorine and 
calcium hypochlorite, which tend to lose 
effectiveness after a few hours due to the 
action of sunlight. However, chlorine 
concentrates in tablets or granular form 
contain a built-in stabilizer that resists

Choosing paint! 


What are the pros and cons of paint tools 
other than a roller or paint brush? To 
find out, Consumer Reports’ chemists 
tested painting equipment and included 
some tools that you might be tempted to 
use to make the job go faster, 

One such tool is a cross between a 
brush and a roller: a flat paint ap 
plicator called a pad. The 7-inch-wide 
p CR tested are about twice as fast as 
a 4-inch-brush, but slower than a 7-inch 
roller. 





You can use them to paint corners and 
the bottom edges of clapboard siding 
With guides, they can help you achieve a 
straighter, cleaner edge than you could 
with a brush 

But you need skill to apply paint even- 
ly with a pad without leaving noticeable 
edge and fiber marks in the finish. Pads 
tend to drip more than brushes and 
rollers do, especially when you are pain- 
ting ceilings. And they don't do the job on 
slightly contoured surfaces, such as win-
